MR. MILLER HAS THE LEAD 


PLATUS CHANCES FOR THE 


OABINET VERY SLIM. 
A MARKED DIFFERENCE BETWEKN THE 
RECEPTION ACCORDED BY GEN. BAR- 


RISON TO THE FRIENDS OF EACH. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 14.—If anything is certain 
‘in the national political field which has its cen- 
tre in Gen. Harrison’s library it is that Warner 
Milleris on top and Thomas OC. Platt is under- 
neath. New-York and its fortunes have been 
the one absorbing topic here to-day, Gov. 
Hovey’s inauguration being of sécondary inter- 
est, even with the Governor hinseel!, almost, 
for he spent all his spare time debating in the 
main hall of the New Denison House what Gen. 
Harrison was going to do with the Empire 
State. 

The opposing forces were characteristic of the 
cause whieh each represented. In behalf of 
Mr. Miller were John A. Plummer and Arthur 
E. Bateman, business men, who never have 
Taade and never expect to make a dollar eut of 
politics. In behalf of Mr. Platt were ex-Seuator 
James Arkell; his son, W. J. Arkell, owner of 
Judge, and John A. Sleicher, the editor of 
the Albany Journal, ingrained politicians 
who flourish and thrive on politics. 
Gillam, Judge’s artist, was with them. 
They got here this morning in their private oar. 


They sent word to Gen. Harrison that “* Barkis 
Was willin’,” went over to the Journal otfice 
and saw Col. John C. New, who, by the way, is 
@ firio friend of Mr. Miller,and then came back to 
the New Venison until neon and the invitation 
from Gen. Harrison came. 

Meanwhile Messre.:Plummer and Bateman 
were filling Gen. Harrison with sweet words for 
Warner Miller. Mr. Plummer had # long confer- 
ence with Gen. Harrisenon Sunday night, in 
which he explained the situation in New-York 
and showed the General that the great body of 
the voters desired to see Mr. Miller in the Cabi- 
net, and that only the politicians were in favor 
of Mr. Platt. Gen. Harrison was so favorably 
impressed with his arguments that he 
invited him to call again in the morn- 
ine with Mr. Bateman. To no other 
Visiter except Mr. Morton, who spent some days 
at his house, not even Benator Quay, has Gen. 
Harrison accorded such an honor. In Gontradis- 
tinction to the Arkell party, tov, both Mr. Pium- 
mer and Mr. Bateman came here by special in- 
Vitation of Gen. Harrison, sent without any 
solicitation on their part, because, as Gen. Har- 
rison .said in the letters of invitation, he wanted 
to ascertain how the representative business 
men of the State felt about New-York’s repre- 
sentatien in the Cabinet. 

Senator Arkell and his friends were not in- 
vited by Gen. Harrison to come and see him. 
After the tea party at Canajoharie the other 
night, at which Mr. Platt was the honored 
guest, a message was sent to Gen, Harrison 
asking if they might come and visit him, to 
which Mr. Harrison replied yes, but yesterday 
he plainly expressed to one of his intimate 
friends his irritation over their proposed visit. 

Atv 9 o’clock this morning Mr. Plummer and 
Mr. Bateman went to Gen. Harrison’s house, 
and they remained until nearly noon. Gen. 
Harrison talked freely with them, not only on 
the New-York question, but on the Southern 
question, in which Mr. Bateman is a good 
deal interested. Mr. Bateman takes substan- 
tially the same ground as Judge Seddons and 
the other Birminghatn business men, that Gen, 
Harrison’s appointments in the South should 
be of respectable persons, even if he should 
have to take moderate Democrats, and in that 
Way a new South can be built up, one which the 
Republican Party shall dominate. Gen. Har- 
rison took great interest in Mr. Bateman’s 
opinion, and expressed himself favorably to- 
ward the idea. 

While the New-York question was being dis- 
cussed by Gen. Harrison and Mr. Plummer, 
Gen. Harrison asked one Significant question: 
Whom did Mr. Plummer regard as the fittest 
man for a compromise 1 case he should cen- 
sider it best not to anger Mr. Platt and his 
friends by taking Mr. Miller. ‘* Cornelius N. 
Bliss,” promptiy replied Mr. Plummer. Gen. 
Harrison inquired particularly about Mr. Bliss, 
and Mr. Plummer described his services as Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee, aaa 
Viee-President of the Union League Club, and 
asian active member of the Dry Goods Harri- 
sen and Morton Club, and his ability and stana- 
ing 28 @ merchant. Both Mr. Plummer and Mr. 
Bateman came away confident that Gen. Har- 
rison will net appoint Mr, Platt to his Cabinet, 
and that he is very favorably inclined toward 
Mr. Miller. Mr. Bateman remarked: : 

“Platt Das only hurt himself by the delega- 
tions, memorials, letters, and petitions he has 
sent to Gen. Harrison.” 

Both he and Mr. Plummer are convirced that 
Mr. Miller’s cause has been heiped by the digni- 
fied attitude he and his friends have maintained, 
and Mr. Plummer says: ‘It is not advisable for 
any delegations to come here in behalf of Mr. 
Miller, Gen. Harrison knows Mr. Miller, and it 
is of no use fer persons to come out here and ex- 

loit his merits.” They are positive that Gen. 

arrison has not yet determined upon a single 
member of his Cabinet, though Mr. Plummer 
like many Republicans, does not see how he. 
can resist the pressure for Mr. Blaine, Mr. 
Bateman, however, Selieves that Mr. Biaine if 
not yet cnosen, stands little chance of selection, 
and the most dignitied thing for him to do 
now is to announce that he will not accept an 
appointment. 

The Arkell party got to Gen. Harrison's 
about 1 o’cleck and remained about two hours. 
Before they went they would not talk at all; 
after they came back, Mr. Arkell of Judge was 
moved to say this: 

“We eame out here to pay our respects to 
Gen. Harrison. We have had a very pleasant 
time. Gen. Harrison treated us very nicely, 
and we have not got a headache.” 

THE TIMES'S Correspondent reminded Mr. 
Arkell that Senator Quay always did have a 
headache when he bad won a victory. 

“ Well,’ replied Mr. Arkell, *‘you can say that 
we are satistied. We have nothing to say about 
our case. What we said to Gen. Harrison and 
what he said to us was in confidence.” 

Then they went to their private car. Before 
they started away this evening they became a 
little more cemmunicative. Mr. Sleicher told 
THE TIMES'S Correspondent that he was c6on- 
vinced from what Gen. Harrison said that New- 
York would not have the Secretaryship of the 
Treasury, although she might have some other 
place in the Cabinet—the Secretaryship of War 
or the Secretaryshipof the Navy, for instance. 
He believed that Gen. Harrison had made up his 
mind te give the Secretaryship of the Treasury 
tothe West. THE TIMEs’S correspondent then 
asked him if he believed that Mr. Platt had any 
chance. This was in the private car a few min- 
utes before the train started this evening. He 
hesitated, looked very dubious, and at last said 
slowly: “I don'’t know.” If a man’s tone and 
manner mean anything Mr. Sleicher’s hopes 
for Mr. Platt are very faintindeed. Kx-Senator 
Arkell was a good deal more expressive at the 
last minute, just as THE Times's corr spondent 
was ieaving the car. The conversation was 
more brief, but very pointed.

Was very expressive, and meant sincere disguat. 
Then he relapsed into words: “I am coming 
here again by and by.

MR. PLATT’S UNWISE 
THE 


FRIENDS. 
HOSPITALITY OF A CLUB ABUSED 
IN HIS INTEREST. 

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—Mr. Piatt’s friends have 
reached the desperation point in the Cabinet 
contest. They do not propose to emit any point, 
device, or trick by which his chances may be 
improved. They have every reasen to feel that 
he is losing ground, and ip consequence they are 
beginning te resort to expedients unworthy of 
even pothouse politicians, [t hardly seems cred- 
ible that any set of men would outrage the hos- 


pitality of a club by stooping to the lowest kind 
of politics while under its roof. 

The Fort Orange Club of this city cave a re- 
ception to-night to the Repablican Electors of 
this State. The club is cemposed of the repre- 
sentative men of Albany. Erastus Corning, 
who was the President of the Cleveland Elect- 
ors four years ago, 18 its President. Its recap- 
tions are the most elaborate given in the city. 
Its “regents punch” is known from one ead of 
the county to the other. The reception to- 
night was confined to the members of 
the Electoral College. The Platt men were 
awake to the emergency. They determined to 

. Dlay a desperate game. One of Mr. Platt’s in- 
timate friends is Gen, Clinton D. McDougal, 
who is a Presidential Elector, and he was pres- 
ent. Gon. John N. Knapp of Auburn, Chairman 
or the Kepublican state Committee, is not a 
Presidentiai Eiector, but was vpresent all the 
same. Ostensibly he appeared as the repre- 
sentative of the Republican Party, but really as 
Mr. Piatt’s chosen friend. 

About 11 o’olock Mr. Platt’s scheme began to 
develop. Gen. McDougal appeared among the 
guests and the mewbers of the club with a peti- 
tion to Gen. Harrison urging the appointment 
of Thomas C. Platt for Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Gen. McDougal persuasively urged the 
Electors to append their names to this doca- 
ment. In this be was supported by the elo- 

uent tongue of Gen. Knapp. Some of the 

jestors were awe-stricken, while the members 
of the club Were amazed and disgtisted at this 
flagrant violation of the club's hospitality. 
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promt their sentiments in no uncertain terms. 
née man jrom the northern seetion of the State 
was offered ths petition by Gen. MeDeugal. 
. “T shail not sign it,’”? he exclaimed with some 
heat. “We are net here as politicians or as 
Platt or Miller men, but as guests of this. club. 
It is a violation of all rules of hospitality to 
have this business goon. Itis an outrage upon 
common courtesy, and I shall have nothing to 
do with it.” 

Another Elector, Richardson of Orange. 
signed the petition reluctantly, “Why, I 
thought Warner Miller was slated for the Cabt- 


net,” he urgea. 

“Oh, no,” was the response. “The state is 
all changed. We will make him United States 
Senator in 1891. He prefers that, you know.” 

In all 20 signatures were obtained and 6 more 
were promised. The two Electors at Larze— 
Wilham H. Seward of Auburn and J. 8S. T. 
Stranahan of Breoklyn—explained that it was 
not necessary forthem to sign a petition, as 
they intend to draw up between them a letter 
to Gen. Harrison favoring Mr. Platw’s appoint- 
ment. It is almost unnecessary to say that 
several of the Electors signed the petition 
without realizing the importance ef their 
action. They were led into it by the 
affability of the men who had it in charge, and 
by the agreeable circumstances under which it 
was presented. They did not think how grossly 
the hospitality of the club had been taken ad- 
vantage of, or how unseemly and undignified 
the whole proceeding was. 

Armong the members of the ciub the greatest 
indignation was expressed over the eonduct of 
Messrs. MoDougal and Knapp, and this senti- 
ment was reflected by several members of the 
Electoral College irrespective of factional affill- 
ation. Albany politicians assert that Mr. Platt’s 
superserviceable friends have for once over- 
reached themselves and administered to their 
candicate’s Cabinet chances a shock from 
which he will never recover. 

There were fully 20 signatures obtained in 
Mr. Platt’s behalf. Several more promised to 
think the matter over, It is haraly probable 


» that they will append their names to-morrow 


when they diseover how the public receives the 
news of the existence of the petition. Several 
Electors who signed declare that it was all a mis- 
apprehension. Robert A. Greacen of New-York 
said: “A paper was presented to me by William 
H. Townley. Isaid to him: * Billy, is is all 
right? Hoe said,‘ Yes.’ [then signed it.’ Mr. 
Greacen did not know till 12:30 to-night what 
he had signed, when he was informed by a re- 
porter. He was very much surprised. 

Frank 8. Witherbee of Port Henry, Essex 
County, said to THe TIMES’s correspondent: ‘I 
did not sign the paper, because I did not believe 
= would be proper for me as an Elector to sign 


Elector Lispenard Stewart of New-York said: 
“It would certainly have been undignified for 
any elector to sign any such paper. I did not 
sign it, and Col. Edwin A. McAlpin of West- 
chester informs me that hé declined te sign.’’ 

One of the Electors frem Central New-York 
said: ‘‘{t was a gross outrage, the whole busi- 
ness. lt was an eutrage upon the hospitality of 
the club, and an outrage upon the dignity of the 
Electoral College.” 





PASSENGERS ROASTED ALIVE. 
nominal 
EIGHT LIVES LOST AND SIX PERSONS 


INJURED IN A RAILROAD COLLISION, 

CLEVELAND, Ohie, Jan. 14.—An east-bound 
passenger train on the New-Yorx, Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio main line ran into a breken sec- 
tion of a west-bound freight train at 3 o’clock 
this morning five miles east of Akron. The 
third section of freight train No. 81 broke in 
two between Kent and Tallmadge. The for- 
ward part was .side-tracked, a brakeman being 
left with the other part to flag other trains, but 
he says he thought he heard a whistle signal to 
£0 to the locomotive section, and soon after he 
had left his post the collision ovcurred. 

The weather was foxgy and the lights had 
been removed from the freight cars. Eight 
persons were killed outright and six badly 
wounded. 

The killed are; Robert Huntington of Galion, 
engineer of the express; William Walters of 
Ashland, fireman; William Lundy of Salamanca, 
N. Y., express messenger; J. F. Rushford of 
Galion, brakeman; Mary Ann Lyon, aged 6, 
and three Chinamen, Wong Pon, Wong Dake, 
and George Such, belonging to a party of seven 
going from Los Angeles to New-York. 

The injured are: Baggage Master Thomas, 
seriously; San. Douglass, engineer, riding as a 
passenger; Themas Fairfax, colored, of Cleve- 
land, lecs broken and head badly eut; James 
Boyd, Paterson, N. J., severely hurt about head 
and back; Robert Owen, newsboy, shoulder 
dislocated and badly bruised; Cnarles Shaw, 
Galion, bruised and ent. Other passengers 
wers bruised and shaken up. 

The smoking car and the passenger car next 
to it took fire, and then followed the slow roast- 
ing of wedged-in passengers. Most pitiful of 
all was the fate of a little girl traveling alone, 
ticketed from the far West to Cherry Creek, N. 
Y. She was not injured by the erash, so far as 
can be learned, but a seat Caught her fast and 
held her as ina vice, and then the flames crept 
up and slowly burned her to death. 

There were seven Chinamen in the smoker, 
and three were pinned in the wreck and eon. 
sumed by the fire, which reduced to embers the 
smoker and the passenger car next te it. ‘There 
were two sleeping oars, both nearly fliled with 
passengers, none of whem were serivusly in- 
jured. The smoker did not leave the track, an 
indication that the express was not going at 
high speed. 

The baggage car and engine were hadly 
wrecked. and the track was blocked with the 
twisted iron and splintered timbers and weaged-

VALENTINE SORIP WARRANTS. 

SEATTLE. Washington Territory, Jan. 14.— 
Register Baird of the Land Office has rendered 
a decisionin the case of Frank Burns, Jr., of 
Baltimore, who attempted to file upon 120 acres 
of tide landin the harber, basing his applica- 
tion upon what is known as Valentine scrip. 
The Register denies the application on the 
ground that tide flats are not Government land, 
but are held by the United States simply as 
trustee for the future State ot Washington. 

Valentine scrip warrants were issued by 
Congress in 1872 for 13,316 acres of landin 
lieu of a grant of land in California, which had 
been vested in Thomas B. Valentine by the 
Mexican Government, and of which he was 
afterward deprived by the foundation of the 
city of Petaluma on the site. The scrip was 
issued for lieu land, to be taken up on any part 
cf the Government’s domain not previously oc- 
cupied or reserved.

REPUBLICANS UNABLE TO” UNITE ON 


A SENATORIAL CANDIDATE, 

Dover, Del, Jan. 14.—The great Senatorial 
fightin Delaware was given to the considera- 
tion of the Republican caucus to-night, and thus 
ended the prelimiuary mancuvring in one of 
the hottest and most interesting political con- 
tests ever seen in this or any other State, 

During the day all the Senatorial booms were 
in full blast, and the friends of the four leading 
candidates, Treat, Massey, Smithers, and Hic- 
gins, were hopeful, even confident of success. 
Treat’s supporters declared that his six votes 
would stand by him for a thousand ballots, if 
necessary, while Massey’s friends were buoyed 
up by an oft-repeated report that the Kent 
County delegation had held a caucus and decid- 
ed to stand by him. Smithers’s peopie derided 
thie, and held that four vetes of the delegation 
would stand by him and never consent to 
Massey’s nomination. Higgins clung to bis two 
lone votes and to his fond hope that he would 
be the one to profit when the break-up came. 

All fay the town was crowded withy busy 
workers from every part of the State, and alto- 
gether jt was the liveliest day Dover has seen 
for years. An interesting episode of the day 
was the revealing of a little scheme on the 
part of some Democratic managers te buy a 
couple of Republican legislators and thus se- 
cure the Senatorship. Three Wilmington Demo- 
cratic politicians and two from Dover were the 
agents selected for the work, and it is asserted 
that $15,000 was raised for the purpose. The 
intermediary selected to Work the supposed 
Venal members was William Lynn, a Republican 
politician of Philadelphia, and one of the 
political lieutenants of William R. Leeds. Lynn 
held a conference with them, learned the plan, 
and then, it is said, revealed the whole affair to 
Senators Cameron and Quay. Then Lynn tele- 
graphed to the local managers of the brilliant 
scheme that the jig was up. 

The story has been the talk of the town to- 
day, and created a profound sensation. Whether 
Quay knew of the proposed steal or not, it was 
made evident this evening that he was keeping 
his eye on the Senatorial tight in Delaware and 
was alive to the necessity of the Republicans 
making a choice. About 5 o'clock Senatorial 
candidate Treat received a dispatch from W. W. 
Dudley of the National Republican Committee 
stating that Chairman Quay desired the Repub- 
licans of the Legislature te make a choice at 
to-night’s eaucus by allmeans. This dispateoh 
materially affected the determination ef Treat’s 
followers to stick by him to the end, and fer the 
first time they began to ceusider whe they 
should help when it was necessary for Treat to 
withdraw. 

The caucus.met without any preliminary 
agreement upon any sort of compromise and 
organized at 8:20 0’clock Without the formal- 
ity of placing the candidates in nomination the 
first ballot was taken as follows: Massey, 5; 
Treat, 6; Smithers, 3; Higgins, 1; Loflana, 1. 
There was no change until the fourth ballet, 
when Lofland's vote went to Willis. On the 
fifth Massey received 6 votes, Treat 5, Smith- 
ers 3, and Higgins 2, and the ballot remained 
unchanged until the twenty-first, at 10:30 
o’cleck, when a recess was taken for the pur- 
pose of discussing the situation. 

The Demoeratic members also held a caucus 
to-night, but adjourned without neminating a 
candidate upon whom to unite their 14 votes. 
Mr. Wolcott was named by his friends, but the 
Saulsbury Democrats refrained from placing a 
naroe in nomination. The Wolcott men desire 
to nominate him—they having 8 of the 14 votes 
—in order to force the Saulsbury men te bolt 
the nomination, It is believed they will unite 
upon Mr. Bayard in the morning.

BOSTON MINISTERS RECOMMEND THAT 
IT BE DISPENSED WITH. 

Boston. Jan. 14,.—The Evangelical Alliance 
got around to the subject of the inauguration 
ball at its meeting to-day. It came up through 
a request from the Methodist preachers fora 
conference with them on the subject, they hav- 
ing already appointed a committee to discuss it.

The Rev. Mr. Cooke thought that the question 
of temperance at the White House the next 


four years was of much mere importance than 
the inauguration ball, and the Rev. Mr. Spaul- 


ding thought the ministers had no business to. 


meddle with this long-established custom. The 
committee of conference was appointed, how- 
ever, and shortly returned with a report in the 
form of acommunieation to the committee in 
charge of the inaugural festivities as follows: 

“The Boston Evangelical Allianee, composed ef 
the ministers of all evangelical denominations in 
Boston and vicinity, would respectfully express its 
conviction that the committee having in charge the 
social and festive ceremonies on that occasion 
should, out of respect to the well-known religious 
and temperance character of President Harrison, 
tremove from those festivities all those features 
which are immoral, such as the purchase and use of 
intoxicating liquors. 

‘**We would also suggest that inasmuch as the 
term ‘ball’ has long been associated in the pub- 
lic mind with scenes of.dissipation and frivolity, the 
public, instead of tia, be invited to an inaugura- 
tion reception, asm. *e becoming the eharacter and 
dignity of a Christian Nation.” 

The report was adopted.

LONDON, Jan. 14.—I have to-night direct 
information from an official source that the 
Government has received letters from 
Henry M. Stanley, and that his safety is 
assured. These letters will soon be pub- 
lished, and are temporarily withheld from 
publication for certain official reasons not 
Of their authenticity and of the 
safety of the explorer there is no deubt 
whatever. 

Private dispatches from The Hague report 
that the general idea there is that King 
William is dying. A regency is regarded 
as so inevitable that a Cabinet council was 
held to-day to discuss the question of call- 
ing it into immediate being, and another 
meeting will be held to-morrow. The ut- 
most anxiety is felt about the Luxemburg 
succession, which will naturally devolve 
upon Adolph Duke of Nassau, but which it 
is suspected the King of Prussia may appro- 
priate on the ground of ancient claims to 
the Orange heirship, which the Kings of 
Prussia asserted up to the time of the prag- 
matic sanction. The Duke of Nassau, who 
is only a few months younger than the dy- 
ing King, hates and is hated in return by 
the Hohenzollerns quite as bitterly as the 
dispossessed*Duke of Cumberland. 

The Govan election attracts more atten- 
tion than any Scotch by-contest yet. The 
Tories carried the seat two years ago by 
362, but the Gladstonians are: now very 
confident of regaining it. The Tory candi- 
date is Sir John Pender, the well-known 
cable magnate, while the Liberal nominee 
is a local man.

The ceremony of opening the Landtag was 
conducted with great pomp. The Ministers of, 
State, Court dignitaries, diplomats, and many 
Generals were in attendance. When the Em- 
peror entered the White Hall he was enthuat- 
astically cheered. His speech was frequentiy 
applauded. Prince Bismarck was not present. 
The Emperor was also cheered as he left the 
ehamber. 

The upper house of the Prussian Diet was 
opened to-day with patriotic addresses by the. 
President and Vice-Presidents. Enthusiastic 
cheers were given for the Emperor. Oount von 
Ratibor was re-elected President, Herr von Ra- 
chow First Viee-President, and Herr Miguel 
Second Vice-President. 

inthe lower heuse of the Diet the President 
and Vice-Presidents made speeches similar to 
those made in the upper house, 

It is reported that some delay has occurred in 
the preparation of the East Africa bill. The 
Managing Board of the East Africa Company 
has prepared a memorial to the Reichstag and 
Bundesrath to the effect that the company has 
sustained a loss of 665,000 marks through the 
rebellion in East Africa. It is surmised that the 
memo also defines the legal claims ef the 
company upon the Sultan of Zanzioar.

REGISTERING THE VERDICT 


THE ELEOIORAL COLLEGE 
DOES 178 LEGAL DUTY. 

ITS MEMBERS MEET IN THE VARIOUS 
STATES AND CAST THEIR VOTES AS 
THE PEOPLE HAD WILLED. 

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The Electoral College of 
1888 met in the Senate Chamber at noon to-day 
and deposited the official baliot of the State of 
New-York fer Benjamin Harrison of Indiana as 
President and Levi P. Morton of New-York as 
Vice-President. 

The members of the college held a caucus at 
the Delavan House at 10 o’clock and selected 
officers, in erder to facilitate matters when the 
official meeting should be held. Sharply at 12 
o’elock Secretary of State Cook called the col- 
lege to order. Aftera prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Holmes the roll of members was called, the en- 
tire 36 answering to their names. James W. 
Birkett of Brooklyn, Elector from the Fourth 
District, was not expected to be present, for he 
is hardly convalescent from a severe attack of 
pneumonia, but, against his physician’s advice, 
he arose from his bed and came here to vote. 

The oath was administered by the Secretary 
of State. James 8. T. Stranshan nominated 
William H. Seward as President of tne college, 
according to the pregramme of the morning’s 
caucus. Mr. Seward was conducted to the chair 
by Messrs. Stranahan and Winsiow. He said: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE: 
I beg to thark you most sincerely for the great 
honor which you confer upon me in calling me 
to preside over the deliberations of this Elec- 
toral College of 1888. We have assembled to- 
day to carry out in due ferm the decision of 
the majority of voters of the great State of New- 
York as expressed by them at the last general 
election. When we shall have performed this 

ave duty, as required by law, the Republican 

leetoral Cellege of 1888 will have finishea 
its work, and will then pass inte history. Its 
act, however, will long outlive the organiza- 
tion, placing at the head of the Government of 
our Nation two eminent American citizens, who 
for the next four years shall lawfully fill the of- 
fices of President and Vice-President of the 

United Statee.

Each member of the college as his 

name was calied stepped to the stenographer’s 

desk and deposited a slip of paper bearing the 
name ef Benjamin Harrison of Indiana for 

President of the United States. The announce- 

ment by Chairman Seward that Mr. Harrison 

had received the entire 36 votes was greeted 
with great applause. A saluteof 100 guns was 
fired in honor of the event. 

An adjournment was then taken in order that 
the eertificates of election might te prepared 
and signed. At3o’cloek the Chair appointed 
Read Benedict, Andrew B. Rogers, Jr., and 
Everett Brown a committes to mail to the Presi- 
dert of the Senate the result of the election. 
The two messengers were provided with their 
credentials and the certificats of election, and 
the college adjourned after voting thanks to the 
Senate for the use of the Chamber and to Secre- 
tary of State Coox. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 14.—The New-Jersey 
Presidential Electors met this afternoon at the 
State House and organized with John McAner- 
ney of Hudson Chairman and Richard 8. Kuhl 
of Hunterdon Secretary. The Kev. Dr. Jona 
Hall of Trenton offered prayer. Inthe absence 
of Col. George C. reen, an Elector at 
Large, Garret D. W. Vroom of Trenton 
was chosen to act in his place.

The body was called 
to order by Lewis Pugh, one of the Eleetors at 
Large, on whose motion Thomas Dolan of Phila- 
dclphia was chosen President. After the or- 
gzenization was effectea the Governor’s private 
secretary, Mr. George Pearson, presented the 
certificate of the recent eleetion for Presiden- 
tiai Electors. The names of the Electors chosen 
were read by the clerk, when it appesred that 
Thomas Beaver of the Seventeeuth and Joseph 
Thomas Jones of the Twernty-seventh District 
were absent. The vacancies were filled by the 
election of Robert H. Wooley in place of Mr.

A 
copy will also be mailed from this city, and a 
third will be conveyed by messenger to Judge 
Butler of Philadelpaia. A resolution wag 
adopted providing for the meeting of the Elect: 
ors in Washington on March 4, to take part in 
the inauguration ceremonies. Gov. Beaver waa 
then introduced to the college, which he warmly 
congratulated on the discharge of its duties 
and that body, after signing the triplicate re- 
turns, adjeurned sine die. 


ANNAPOLIS, Ma., Jan. 14.—The Maryland 
Presidential Electoral College met to-day at 
noon in the historic Senate Chamber ef the 
State. All the Electors were present and the 
time preceding the hour of the meeting was 
spent in reading laws, comparing statutes, and 
vounting over the record book of the State that 
has the proceedings ef every Electoral College 
in it from Gen. Washington’s election te that of 
Grover Cleveland.

SENATOR HARRIS’S VICTORY. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 14.—The Democratic 
members of the General Assembly met in caucus 
in the hall of the House of Representatives at 
7:30 o’clock to-night to resfime the balloting fer 
the nomination of a candidate fer United States 
Senator. One ballot was taken on Friday night 
last, Senater Isham G. Harris receiving 47 votes, 
Gen. John D. C. Atkins 27, and Col. John H. 
Bavage 9. Several of the supporters of Senator 
Harris, who were absent at the time the caucus 
began its labors, were present to-night. There 
was but little delay in proceeding with the roll 
call, and the second ballot when announeed 
showed @ gain of four votes for Harris and a 
loss of one for Atkins. The nine delegates from 
the mountain districts, who had given Harris 
theirsupport at the beginning, stood solidly by 
their favorite. 

It was evident that the superior tactics of the 
Harris sidg would win, and the third ballot fore- 
shadowed the nomination ef the senior Senator 
from Tennessee, as it gave him 55 votes, a gain 
of four over the preceding one, Atkins held 
his 26 votes, but Savage lost two, which, after 
brief speeches eulogistic of “the old man of 
the mountains,” as he is familiarly known, were 
recorded for Harris. The announcement of the 
result was greeted with some applause, and 
Col. Savage, after some short remarks, left it 
with his friends to say whether or not he should 
remain in the rase. 

The fourth ballot proceeded quietly and 
changes were made to Harris. Some cheering 
followed each. Harris received the nomination 
on this ballot, 63 votes, or one more than was 
necessary, being given him. Atkins had 26 
and Savage 1. Mr. Harris was notified and 
properly acknewledged the compliment. 





THE WEST VIRGINIA DEAD-LOOK. 

CHARLESTON, West V2., Jan. 14.—The Repub- 
fican majority inthe State Senate has wasted 
one more day in afutile effors to compose its 
own family quarrels and elect a President. They 
were in conference several hours this morning, 
but were able to agree upon no candidate who 
could command the support of more than 12 Sen- 


ators. Carr and Minear, the independents, abso- 
lutely refused to go into the caucus or give any 
pledge that they would abide by its decision. As 
@ result the publicans continued to vote for 
Minear and the Demoerats for Carr, thus hold- 
ing the dead-lock in the Senate. 

Gen. Goff has been very uneasy at the situa- 
tion.

MISSOURI'S NEW GOVERNOR, 

JEFFERSON City, Me., Jan. 14.—The Hon. D. 
R. Francis, ex- Mayor of St. Louis, was to-day in- 
stalled into office as Governor of Misseuri. The 
inaugural ceremonies were of the simplest kind 
admissible, with a compliance with the law, 
which requires that the Governor of the State 
take the oath of office in the presenee of the 


representatives of the three branches of the 
Gevernment—the judiciary, legislative, and 
executive. 

The special train from St. Louis with the 
inaugural party on board reached the city 
this morning. Three cars were given up te olty 
officials and one to the Governor-elect and his 
family. During the morning hours Gov. More- 
house tendered a reception to his successor at 
the Governor’s Mansion. Premptly at noon the 
Heuse and Senate met in joint session. The 
Judges of the Supreme Court were next to ap- 
pear.

ADJOURNMENTS, 

BUT THE OKLAHOMA BILL WILL HARD- 

LY GET A TWO-THIRDS VOTE—THE 


SENATE'S PETTY POLICY. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.--The Committee on 
Rules carried the point to-day which it gave 
notice last week of its intention to press when 
Mr. Randall introduced the resolution to rescind 
the order fora daily adjournment at 5 o'clock. 
This was the second step toward earrying out 
the agreement by which the Committee on 
Rules, representing a majority of the members 
of the Heuse, bowed its enforced submission to 
the control of Mr. Weaver of Iowa. The discus- 
sion was interesting, not only because it ar- 
rayed the partisans of Republican candidates 
for the Speakership in opposition to each other, 
but for the reason that it provoked the asser- 
tion, which was not fully answered, that the 
way out of the dead-lock was seeured by 4 
“dicker” with Mr. Weaver. 


Committee on Rules the resolution abandoning 
the order fer the 5 o'clock adjournments, Mr. 
Payson of Illinois askea for its recommittal, 
with instrustiens to the committee to report it 


back in such shape as to make the Dependent 
Pension bill a continuing order for January. 
Mr. Randall made the point of order that the 
motiva was not inorder and the inetructions 
not germane, and the Speaker sustained the 
point. But Mr. Payson had ready a motion that 
was in order. He again moved to recommit, 
with instructions to have the reselution amend- 
ed se that the recision of the 5 o’clock adjourp- 
ments should not apply on suspension days. 
This was intended for a fatal thrust, fer the 
Oklahoma gee rely upon the chances of 
suspension day to get their billup. The motion 
was lost by a vote of 56 to 75.. Mr. Reed and 
Mr. Cannon, 48 members of the Committee on 
Rules, voted against Mr. Payson, and were the 
enly Republieans who so voted. 

It soon appeared that there was a Republican 
dispesition to dispute the judgment of Messrs. 
Reed and Cannon in supporting the position of 
the Committee on Rules. Mr. Cannon made a 
speech supporting the committee’s action. One 
of hie reasons for favoring the abrogation of the 
5 o'clock rule was the custom among members, 
under the rule, of going home at 4 o’elock, to 
leave the House without a quorum. He was 
prepared to go further than the committee had 
gone. He would so amend the rules that the 
motions to adjourn, to adjourn to a day certain, 
und to take a recess should not be privileged 
when made as dilatory motions, 

Mr. Dengley, who had listened to Mr. Cannon’s 
guarded censure of the Rules Committee for 
not going far eneugh, threw out a tantalizing 
inquiry as to whether he meant the Committee 
on Rules or the three Democratio members and 
Mr. Weaver. Mr. Cannon resented this and 
spoke of Mr. Weaver's committee as an informal 
one. 

The partisans of Burrows and McKinley, who 
evidently were not altogether pleased with the 
management of this matter by Messrs. Reed 
and Cannon, were alert to seize the opportuni- 
ty. Mr. Cutcheon, who 1s assumed te be for 
Burrews, as both are from the same State, sug- 
gested that Mr. Cannon might have taken steps 
to bring ina minority report. When Mr. Can- 
non rather feebly responded that he was in the 
minority, but had tried. to do his duty, Mr. 
Cutcheon nagged him with the response that 
ihe minority of acommittee always had en op- 
portunity to pretest against the course of the 
majority by bringing in a minority report.

There was a rattling firo of questions, all ofa 
critical nature, and they stimulated everybody, 
including Mr. Reed, into unwonted excitement, 
so that members left their seats and flocked 
down to the arena with considerable confusion. 
Mr. Payson, whe got the floor for 10 minutes, 
warmed up to his task very promptly. He de- 
nounced the efforts that had been made to facil- 
itate the passage of the Oklahoma bill under a 
suspension of the rules asa bargain between 
Mr. Weaver and the Democrats of the Commit- 
tee on Rules for a bad bill that no member 
would think of voting forif it were given free 
consideration. It was not without hope of 
great advantage that men had hung about 
the halls and glaleries da after day 
and year after year in the nope of 
seeing the bill passed. The “milk 
in the cocoanut” was in the provision permit- 
ting any legally organized corporation to 
create tewn sites by the payment of a _ pittance 
into the Treasury, and to reap the profits them- 
Selves, repealing the law of 1864, so far as 
Oklahoma is concerned, that devotes the pre- 
ceeds arising out of sales of town sites to school 
purposes. Mr. Ryan of Kansas suggested that 
the *‘ pittance” referred to was $20 an acre, but 
Mr. Payson retorted thatit did not make any 
difference, and that whatever the price, it toek 
from the actual settlers, the landless and home- 
less, and the soldier the epportunity of select- 
er from the oaly available arable 
ands. 

Mr. Randall worried while Mr. Payson talked, 
and, having nervously edged his way over tothe 
Republican side, followed the Illinois member 
in a brief speech, in whieh he made a denial of 
the charge that a bargain had been made with 
Mr. Weaver, : 

By quoting newspaper acceunts Mr. Payson 
presented a strong historical record supporting 
the theery that there had been a bargain, Mr. 
Randall’s denial notwithstanding. 

Mr. Reed was impelled to make an earnest 
speech in defense of the committee's action, ad- 
dressing his remarks to the Republican side. ~~ 

When it eame to voting the Republicans di- 
vided. With Mr. Reed and the Demoerats on 
the standing vete there were less thar 30 Re- 
publicans voting. Against Mr. Reed there was 
a solid Republican bedy of about 80 members. 
When the yeas and nays were taken on the 
passage ef the resolution the affirmative vote 
was 155 and the negative 85. That was not a 
two-thirds vote. 

The result isi nteresting as indicating the 
prospect for the Oklahoma bill. If brought up 
next Monday under a metion to suspend the 
rules it can only be passed by a two-thirds 
vote. Tho affirmative vote to-day probably in- 
cluded all the friends of the Pacific Railroad 
Funding bill, who favored the change of the 
rules because the bill they favor may get a 
chance under it. It is very doubtful, however, 
whether the Oklanoma bill can command 80 
large a vote as that cast for the motion to abro- 
gate the 5 e’clock adjournment rule, 


The President this afternoon sent to the Sen- 
ate the nomination of William B. Webb to be a 
Commissiener of the District of Columbia, to 
succeed himself. Mr. Webb is a Republican, 
and was appointed by President Cleveland on 
Jan. 13, 1885, to serve three years. This ap- 
pointment was highly commended at the time, 
and has been regarded as a good one under the 
test of serviee. Mr. Webb had naturally pro- 
voked some hostilities, and there are a geod 
many Republicans in the District whe were 
huagry enough for the place to lead them to 
hope that the President would permit Mr. 
Webb to hold over until Gen. Harrison could 
come here and make an entirely new selee- 
tien. The President now puts upon 
the Senate the task of taking eare 
of the hungry. If the Senators on the Re- 
publican-side are intent upon saving seraps of 
patronage for Mr. Harrison, and as they are not 
above small things, they may be expected to 
trump up reasons for delaying cenfirmation 
uutil after Mareh 4. 

Some ef the gentlemen who have been “ put- 
ting up” liberally in order to make the inaugu- 
ration of Gen. Harrison the “greatest show on 
earth,” will unquestionably regard the prompt- 
ness of President Cleveland in filling this office 
as an unwarranted impertinence. Like Mr. 
Wanamaker, they consider the workman worthy 
of his hire, and it will be no fault of theirs if 
the workman does not get his pay.

amendment to the Tariff bill proposed in the 
Senate on Saturday by Mr. Morgan of Alabama. 
He proposed an additional section to the admin- 
istrative part of the bill providing that ‘‘all 
laws and parts of laws which exempt from the 
payment of duties any article of commerce upen 
which duties are imposed in this act, when in 
transit through the United States to er from the 
Dominion of Canada er any province thereof, 
are hereby deelared to be imperative.” 
To men whe are now doing business over 
the Grand Trumk or Michigan Central this looks 
lixe a renewalof an attempt made a year ago to 
shut out the Canadian lines. Why the proposi- 
tion should ceme frem a Southern Democrat is 
not quite understood to-night. The men who 
would be affected by it in Detroit and through- 
out the far West, where the influenee of the 
Canadian roads as a check upon the Vanderbilt 
and other competing systems is felt, are con- 
vinced that the amendment would, if adopted, 
be ruinous as well as unnecessary. As the mat- 
ter has already been referred to the Inter-State 
Commerce Comnmalttee, it would appear to be a 
movement to cut the business out from under 
their consideration and action. It might hurt 
Canada, but it weuld, it is believed, hurt the 
United States a great deal more seriously.

The action of the House to-day in referring

LOSSES CAUSED BY STRIKES 
AND STORMS, 
PRESIDENT CORBIN AND OTHER OFFI- 

CERS RE-ELECTED WITHOUT OPPO- 


SITION AT THE ANNUAL MEBETING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 14.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company to-day the present 
managers and oflicers were re-elected without 
opposition, as follows, the total number of 
shares voting being 786,931: President—Austin 
Corbin; Managers—A. J. Antelo, Samuel R. 
Shipley, Thomas Cochran, George De B. Keir, 
Stephen A. Caldwell, George F. Baer; Treae- 
urer—William A, Obureh; Secretary—William 
R. Taylor. 

The annual report presented by President 
Corbin shows the operations to have been as 
follows: For the railroad ecompany: Gross re- 
reipts, $20,815,336 96; gross expenses, $11,165,- 
998 95. Net earnings, $9,649,338 01. Fer the 
coal and iren eompany: Gross receipts, 
$18,823,652 98; gross expenses, $18,795,002 86; 
earnings of the coal and iron company, 
$28,650 12. The net earnings of both com- 
panies, as compared with 1887, show a decrease 
of -$2,752,065 55. 

The report peints out that the Receivers were 
limited in their expenditures to such sums as 
were required te preserve the property in the 
condition in which they found it hen the 
managers of the companies teox charge last 
January they found it absolutely necessary to 
expend karge sums to bring the properties up 
to the needed standard. Therepert also says: 

“No expenditures have been made by the railroad 
company by way of increasing the plant, and Lad 
board have only aimed, as fast as it could wisely be 
done, to put the property in condition for safe, 
proper, and economical operation; and they believe 
that this policy should be continued until the prop- 
erty isin such condition that it can be operated at 
the minimum of cost, These necessary improve- 
ments, being once made, will soon enable all classes 
of investors in the company’s securities to receivo 
permanently good returns upon their investments. 

“The company has expended during the year 
$1,137,670 for the restoration of its properties to a 
proper condition, and there was a Joss of real rev- 
enue of $1,644,039 through the unfortunate strikes 
of the railroad hands and the practical suspension 
of business during a large part of the month of 
March resulting from the blizzard. A careful and 
reliable estimate shows that but for those interrup- 
tions we could bave readily produced an increase of 
at least 620.000 tons of coal over the production for 
the vear 1887.” 

In further discussing the strike whieh in- 
volved trainmen and miners President Corbin 
says: 

“These leaders of the Knights of Labor made 
every possible effort to keep the miners out until 
the striking railroad men should be reinstated. 
But after neatly two months of idleness better 
couns6is prevailed and the miners resumed work on 
the old basis of wages. Their strike had brought 
infinite distress upon many miners and their fam- 
ilies, and upon the companies a loss of fuily a million 
and a half of dollars.” 

The report says in order to carry into effect 
the plans of reorganization the railroad com- 
pany has issued securities to the following 
amounts: General mortgage 4 per cent. bonds, 

33,186,214 O01; first preference bonds, 

7; second preference bonds, 
5,852 ; third preference bonds, 
$18,575,688 81. The voting Trustees issued 
certificates for capital stock of the railroad 
company held by them for $37,806,600; total, 
$129,675,552 84. The railroad company 
in January, 1888, was called upon to deter- 
mine the course to be pursued in regard to 
the outstanding $24,686,000 of old general 
mortgage 6 and 7 per cent. bonds, and the re- 
port explains the arrangement effected with the 
London syndicate for the sale of this sum of 
new general and $11,949,280 first preference 
bonds for the retirement of the old issue. 

After the reading of the report, resolutions 
were adopted approving the issue of reorgan- 
ization bonds, tendering the thanks of the stock- 
holaers to the President and Board of Man- 
agers for the conduct of the affairs of the com- 
went A and adopting the annual report of the 

resident as presented.

PACKERS MAKE COMPLAINT. 

OHICAGO, Jan. 14.—The demand of the Chica- 
xo packors that uniform rates be made on ship- 
ments of live hogs and packing-house preducts 
from Weatern points led to a eonference to-day 
between a committee of the packers and repre- 
sentatives of the Western and Southwestern rail- 
roads, The whole question was canvassed, but 
no deeision was reached. The packers insisted 
that the rates on packing-house preducts should 
be no lewer than those on live hegs, asserting 
that the difference now exiating between the 
rates is & discrimination against Chicago. This 
view of the matter is naturally combatted by 
the packers at Western points. A delegation of 
Iowa packers will arrive here to-morrow to 
present their case to the railroads.

AGAINS1 COSTLY FUNERALS.

A SCRANTON PRIEST 


MUCH-NEEDED 
SCRANTON, Penn., Jan. 14.—The Rev. N. J. 
McManus, one of the veteran priests ef the 
Lackawanna Valley and Pastor of the Church 
of the Holy Rosary in the Providenee section of 
Scranton, has arrived at the conclusion, after 
many years of close observation, that there is 
need of aradieal reform in the costly funerais 
of the poor. 

The long processions of carriages that are 
seen 80 often at funerals in all the towns and 
cities of the eoal regions represent a great cost 
imposed by custom upon those that are least 


able to afford it, and Father McManus thinks 
itis time there was a modification of this ex- 
travagance. He hesitated for some time about 
speaking publicly on so delicate a matter, but 
the opportunity was afforded yesterday in an 
announcement which a parishioner named John 
Wills, who lost a child a day or two since, de- 
sired te be made from the altar. 

Mr. Wills requested he priest to announce 
that none but the immediato relatives ef his 
family would be expected to appear in car- 
riages at his child's funeral, which was to take 
piace in the afternoon. It was his wish that 
none others should so appear, and he was 
prompted to make this request by the fact that 
many of his frieuds who could ill afford it, in- 
timated their intention of appearing in car- 
jlages in the pfuneral rocession. 

This furnished the text for an admirable ser- 
mon on extravagant funerals, and Father 
McManus availed himself of the opportunity to 
express views on the subject that he had long 
entertained. He earnestly hoped that the re- 
quest of Mr. Wills would be complied with, 
since it was prompted by a wish to relieve his 
friends of the tax imposed by custom. It was 
not neeessary to hire a carriage and jein the 
procession of vehicles to the cemetery merely 
because of a costly custom, and those desiring to 
show their friendship for and sympathy with 
the bereaved family could do it just as well by 
attending the services in the church and then 
walking to the cemetery, if they so desired. 

Father McManus expressed the wish that in 
the future costly funerals would be dispensed 
with and the simpler methods of sympathizing 
with the bereaved family adhered to. His re- 
marks on this timely subject have attracted a 
good deal attention, and will undoubtedly be 
productive of much good.

SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 


A MURDERER’S APPEAL DENIED—TWO 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS’ CASES. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day rendered an opinion in the 
case of William Baldwin, plainwiff in error, against 
the State of Kansas. Appeal from the Supreme 
Court of Kansas. Baldwin was convictedin Kansas 
of murder and appeals the case onthe ground that 
the jurors who tried him were notsworn according 
to the mode prescribed by the State statutes, and 
that he was therefore being deprived of his life 
without due process of law. The court, in an opin- 
ion by Justice Blatchford affirming the judgment 
of the State court, says that the plaintiff did not 
raise the constitutional question brought here at 
the time of his trial, but first made the point in the 
sapremeConurt of Kansas, and that this court, there- 
fore, has no jurisdi ction in the case, ; 

The court also rend ered an opinion dismissing the 
application for a writ of error in the case of 
George W. Farnsworth, plaintiffin error, against 


the Territory of Montana. Farnsworth was cen- 
victed of violation of a s:atute of Montana making 
it a misdemeanor tor any person to sell goods as a 
commercial traveler without having first secured a 
license. This court dismisses the application for a 
writ of error on the ground that it is a clearly crimi- 
nal case, and that the courtis unable te find any 
statutory authority granting it jurisdiction over 
criminal cases arising in the Territories, except 
where statutes or treaties of the United States are 
were into question. Opinion by Justice Blatch- 
ord. 

An opinion was also rendered in the case of Frank 
M. Dent, plaintiffin error, against the State ef West 
Virginia. In error to the Supreme Court of Appeals 
of West Virginia Dent was convicted of unlaw- 
fully engaging in the practice of medicine without 
a diploma, in violationjof a statute of the State 
which requires every practitioner of medicine to 
obtain a certificate from the State Board of Health 
that he is a graduate of a reputable medical college, 
or that he has practiced medicine in the State cen- 
tinuously for 10 years, or that he has been found 
upon examination by the board to be qualified to 
practice medicine. Dent appealed the case to the 
State Court of Appeals, asserting that the act was 
unconstitutional, inasmuch as it deprived him of 
liberty and a te without due process of law 
contrary to the fourteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution. The Court of Appeals gave judgment 
against Dent and this court affirms that decision. 
The court, in an opinion by Justice Field, 7s: 

“It is undoubte 5 Ag ~ Tight of every citizen of 
the United States follow any lawful calling he 
may choose —— only to such restrictions as are 
imposed upon all persons of like age, sex, and condi- 
tion. This right may in many respects be consid- 
ered as a distinguishing feature of our republican 
institutions. ere all vocations are open to every 
one on like conditions. The right to continue the 
practice of professions is ‘often of great vaiue, and 
cannot be arbitrarily taken away any more than 
real or personal proesty can. But there is no ar- 
bitrary deprivation of such rights where its exer- 
cise is not permitted because of a failure to comply 
with conditions imposed by the state for the pro- 
tection of soctety. ee of the State to pro- 
vide for the general welfare of its people authorizes 
it to prescribe all such regulation as may be neces- 
sary to secure the people against the con- 
sequences of ignorance and incapacity as well 
as of deception and fraud. One means to secure 
this end is the method adopted by West Virginia. 
If the means adopted are appropriate to the calling 
or profession and obtainable by sonable study or 
application no objection to their validity can be 
raised. The vourt sees ——s in the statute which 
indicates an intention of the Legislature to deprive 
one of any of his rights. No one bas a right to prac- 
tice medicine without having the necessary qualifi- 
cations, and the statute only requires that whoever 
offers his services a8 a physician shall present evi- 
dence of his fitness therefor. Legislation is not 
open to the charge of depriving one of his rignts 
without due process of law, if it be general in its 
operation upon the subjects to which it relates and 
is enforcable in the usual modes.‘ The great purpose 
of the requirement is to preventarbitrary and capri- 
cious legislation affecting the righta of the citizen. 
There ia nothing of an arbitrary character in the 
provisions of the statute in question, the court says, 
andthe jndgment ofthe lower courtis therefore 
affirmed.” 

Chief-Justice Fuller delivered the opinion of the 
court in the case of Walter H. Stoutenburgh, Super- 
intendent of the bed. gy "pen Asylum, plaintiff in 
error, against William J. Hennick. Hennick wasa 
drummer traveling for a Baitimore firm and was 
arrested in Washington and convicted ef sellin 
geods by sample without a license, in violation o 
an ordinance of the old Legislative Assembly of the 
District of Columbia. Being under age he was 
sent to the Reform Scheol. In order to test the 
validity of the statute an application was made for 
a writ of habeas corpus and the case finally 
reached the Supreme Court of the United States. 
Chief-Justice Fuller holds that Congress alone has 
power to regulate the inter-State commerce and 
that the act of the Legislative Assembly of the Dis- 
trict is therefore null and void. Justice Miller said 
that he was unable te concur in the opmien of the 
court in this case. Commerce between acitizen of 
Baltimore and a resident of the District of Columbia 
was not commerce between citizens of different 
States in any sense. He held that the constitu- 
tional provision giving Congress the exclusive right 
to regulate commerce “among the seve States” 
had no application to cases in whioh one of the per- 
sons was a citizen of a Territory, of the District of 
— bia, or of any place outside of the jurisdiction 
ef a State.

A fire broke out in the main building on the Agri- 
cultural Park at Bristol, Cenn., Sunday morning 
and the structure was consumed, including the 
household effects of Keeper Risk, who lived in the 
upper portion ef the buildipg. A cow and the 
stallion Zouave, which was valued at $1,000, were 
burned.

persons of the Hon. A. M. Waddell of Wilming- 
ton who has served several terms in Congress 
in the lower House, and the Hon. 8. B. Alexan- 
der of Charlotte, President of the State Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, which is strongly represent- 
in the present Legislature. More re- 
cently 6x-Gov. Jarvis, who has for the 
nae four years been United States Minister to 
Tazil, has come to the front as a candidate for 
Senatorial honors. A majority of tne caucus is 
claimed for Ransom, but it is seriously doubtfnl 
whether the firat ballot will result in any 
choice, and speculation is rife as to what the 
result will be. 
Ransom kas been in the Senate 18 years, 
there being oaly three Senaters who have been 
there for a tonger time.

‘NEOESSARIES TAXED WHILE 
LUXURIES ARH FREE. 
"HE REPUBLICAN SENATORS VOTING 

FURTHER TO OPPRESS THE MASSES 


—SUGAR AND TIN PLATES. . 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Democratic orators 
\will find plenty of material for use in future 
tpolitioal eampaigns in to-day’s proceedings on 
/the Tariff bill in the Senate. 1n the preparation 
of this material Mr. Vest took an active part, 
‘and he frankly admitted that he wanted to 
‘showin a striking way the hollowness of Re- 
‘publican pretenses that the Senate bill was 
framed in the interest of the people. Mr. 


| Veat’s plan was to pick out articles of luxury 


‘en the free list, the retention of which could 
not by any stretch of imagination be regarded 
as easential to the comfort or well-being of the 
‘masses, and to move to substitute for them arti- 
les of necessity used by everybody. A yea 
‘and nay vote in each case forced the Republic- 
an Senators to go on recordin opposition to 
taking duties off these necessities and in favor 
‘of keeping the luxuries on the free list. 
Before this part of the day’s programme was 
reached the Senate disposed of the paragrapn 
covering the free importation of material for 
the construction of ships for foreign account by 
leaving it as it came from the Finance Commit- 
tee. Mr. Frye had announced on Baturday that 
he was in sympathy with the larger portion of 
Mr. Gray’s amendment, by which all material 
for iron ships was to be made free; but he 
woakened to-day and thus followed the example 
‘set twice before by Mr. Plumb. When the proper 
time came he voted against the Gtay amend- 
ment, and then oftered one adding only forgings, 


rivets, and steel castings to the paragraph. 
When he found that Mr. Hale was the only Re- 
ublican who joined him in supporting this 
a mild proposition, he withdrew his own 
‘vote, leaving Mr. Bale to do the same, and thus 
defeated his own motion. 
. In the discussion on Mr. Gray’s amendment, 
‘with which the day was opened, Mr. Teller 
)found fault with the Delaware Senatur’s propo- 
sition on the ground that it practically meant 
‘free ships. Mr. Saulsbury spoke earnestly in 
‘support of the amendment, which bad tne ap- 
wroval of the big shipbuilders of nis State. Mr. 
rye expressed the belief that American builders 
would never import everything that went into 
the construction of a ship. Myr. Aldrich cen- 
tended that if all the material was to come over 
free there might as well be free ships outright. 
Mr. Frye wanted to know why Mr. Aldrich bad 
ut two-thirds of the material free,and why 
he line should be drawn there, The Rhede 
Isiand Senator failed to make a direct answer to 
these questions and then Mr, Stewart made an- 
other argument for subsidies as the way to 
build up the American shipping industry. 

Mr. Piatt spoke of the advantages now en- 
joyed by shipbuilders over those engaged in 
other industries in the free importation of their 
raw material, and declared that if it was a new 

roposition, not now inthe law, he weuld not 

‘avor it. Hecoutended that the presen’ law 
did net help the American shipbuilders and 
argued that the theory of protection was to 
protect ali industries. Mr. Stewart made an- 
other speech, and Mr. Gray’s amendment was 
defeated. 

Mr. Frye then proposed to include among the 
ship materials admitted free forgings, rivets, 
and steal castings. He expressed the hope that 
the Finance Conimittee would aliow this amend- 
ment to go in, as it was desired by Maine ship- 
puilders. Mr. Frye and his eelleague, Mr. Hale, 
voted for the amendment, and all the other Re- 
publicans voted agzalastis. All the Demeorats 
supported the amendment, and at the end of 
the roll call the vote stood 24 to 22 in 
the aflirmative. Before it was announced 
Messrs. Frye and Hale withdrew their 
votes, on the ground that they were paired 
with absent Democrats, althougo it was well 
understood that the absentees would have sup- 

erted the amendment. The aetion of the two 

faine Senators left the vote a tie, and the 
amendment was therefore lost, leaving the free 
ship material clause to stand asit came from 
the committes. 

Mr. Vest then moved to substitute brick for 
bergamot inthe free list, ana after this had 
been defeated, he asked to have civet stricken 
from the list, and staves of woodof a)l kinds 
inserted. Mr. Vest would have been as much 
surprised as Mr. Allison if the proposa! had 
been agreed to. He next suggested that laven- 
der be taken off the free list and lathes put in its 
place. Mr. Aldrich pointed out that the words 
bergamot, civet, and lavender, were under the 
general headings “oils,” and Mr. Vest’s prop- 
osition was therefore to put “lath oil’ 
on the free list, which was a manifest ab- 
surdity. Mr. Vest and Mr. Vance both 
wanted to know how it was possible to make 
» the bill any more absurd than it was. Tns Mis- 
souri Senator added that he wanted lath on the 
, free list, and he wanted to make it piain to the 
country how the parties stood as between lath 
and lavender. The motion was of course beaten. 
.» On Mr. Aldrich’s motioa, eotton cords, braids, 
boot, shoe, and corset laces were fixed at 35 
cents a pound, and cotton gimps, galloons, web- 
bing, goring, suspenders, and braces at 40 per 
, cent. ad valorem instead of 35 per eent, The 
same Senator ha@ the duty on all unenumerated 
cetton manufsctures raised from 35 to 40 per 
cent. ad valorem, 
| Mr. Vest then went back to the free list and 
' moved to substitute needles for neroli or orange 
flower, Ason all his previous proposals, Mr. 
Vest demanded a yea and nay vote, so that the 
record weuld show that the amendment was 
beaten by the Republicans. He did the same 
(on the next amendment, which was to strike 
ottar of roses off the free list and insert salt. 

Before the vete was taken, Mr. Vance talked 
of the absolute necessity of sait in the preserva- 
tion of animal life, and pointed out that salt 
was taxed from 60 to 82 per cent., while 
the propesed free list was made up almost 
wholly of luxuries grown or made in some 
foreign country. He denied that the abolition 
of duty would destroy the American salt indus- 
try, and referreé on this point to the growth of 
that industry during the years from 1846 to 
1859, inelusive, when there was no duty on 
salt. Mr. Vancetold how the American salt 
makers were anxious to bar out foreign salt so 
that they could corner the American product 
end increase prices, declaring that the funda- 
mental prineiple of protectien was the greatest 

oessible benefit for the smallest possible num- 


r. 

Mr. Vance gave way to a hypercritical debate 
between Messrs. Jones of Arkansas, Aldrich, 
and Reagan as tothe consiruction of the oils 
pases. in the free list. After some time 

ad Deen wasted in this way, Mr, Plumb sneered 
at the idea that Mr. Vance was in earnest in ad- 
vocating free salt and found fauit because the 
Senator did not vote for the free admissien of 
various articles preduced in North Carolina. 
Mr. Vance’s reply was as vigorous as Mr. 
Piamb could desire, and inoludeda an emphatic 
statement that he was ready to reduce every 
article inthe Tariff bill down toa reasonable 
revenue tariff, and an admission that he was 
opposed to all the taxes imposed by the internal 
revenue laws. 

Mr, Reagan brought the debate back te salt 
by protesting against the Republican plea that 
the salt tax was all right because it amounted 
to very little for each ojtizen. 

Mr. Hiscock was, of course, called upon to 
speak when salt was under discussion, and he 
=~ the Benate to understand that the salt 

uty was due to the virtue and patriotism and 
intelligence of the American people, among 
whom the desire to protect the salt industry 
had steadily inereased, and whe veted for pro- 
tection every time. . He argued with all the 
eloquenee at his command that the industry 
would never have been developed had it not 
been for the protective tariff, and ther tola how 
vast were the interests dependent upon the salt 
industry and how disastrous it would be te 
everybody to put salt on the free list. . 

Mr. Vest drew from Mr. Hiseock the deelara- 
tion that salt for fishermen ought not te be free, 
but he believed in free salt for the use ef ex- 
perters of meat. Mr. Vest went on to argue the 
merits ef his amendment, and finally the bill 
was laid aside until to-morrow, when the Re- 
publieans will vote to leave o of roses free 
and te keep salt on the dutiable list. 


The Senate Finance Committee hae at last de- 
cided what it wants to do with sugar and tia 
plates, and netiee of the decision reached was 
given to the Senate to-day, when Mr. Allisen 
introduced amendments to the sugar and sheet- 
iron peragraphe, te be printed and laia over for 
tuzure action.

REORGANIZATION URGED. 





RESULTS OF THE INQUIRY INTO THE 


SUPERVISING ABCHITECT’S METHODS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Tne investigation by 
a@ sub-committee of the Serate Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds of the conduct 
of the office of Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury was continued this morning. Senators 
Morrill, Spooner, Stanford, and Daniel were 
present and examined Assistant Secretary May- 
nard and George. O. Vonnerta, chief draughts- 
man of the office. They united in recommend- 
ing a reorganization of the force of the office 


and achange of some of the methods, which 
has been urged by.former Supervising Archi- 
tects. : 

Judge Maynard stated that, under the pres- 
ent system, the effort to put the office under the 
civil service rules was a failure. Recently, 
when there was a great demand for draughts- 
men, the Civil Service Commission certified 
three men who had passed the examination, 
but an inspectien of their papers proved that 
only one of them was qualified to enter upon 
even a subordinate place im the offiee. Becre- 
tary Fairchild, Judge Maynard said, was anx- 
ious to put the office, so far as practicable, un- 
der the Civil Service rules, but it would be 
necessary to exempt architects and draughts- 
men trom the rules. Other recommendations 
made by Judge Maynard were that the selec--. 
tion of sites fer public buildings be left to a 
commission ef Federal officers of the District 
and a civil engineer, whose decision shall be 
tinal; that the superintendence of the erection 
of public buildings be imtrusted to a permanent 
ferce attacked to the office of the Supervising 
Architect, and that the office be made a bureau 
of the department, instead of a mere division, as 
itisnow. The law clerk of the office, he also 
said, ought te have alarger salary, 80 thata 
better class of service may be obtained. As to 
the present conduot of the office, Judge Maynard 
said thatit is being conducted strictly within 
the terms of the appropriation act as con- 
strued by the Secretary of the Treasury, which 
permitted the empleyment of outside architects 
to draft plans for buildings, and that, for the 
first time in many years, there would be no De- 
ficiency Entry riation bill necessary for un- 
completed buildings. He strongly favored the 
practice of contracting for the entire building 
.at the outset of its ereetion as a measure of 
economy, estimating that it results in a saving 
of at least 15 per cent, in the cost of a building. 
The Secretary of the Treasury was in.receipt ef 
an epinion of the Atterney-General that it was 
not necessary to advertise’ for proposals for 
doing the work on plans that had been left 
under contract, as such work came within the 
exception of personal services, for which ad- 
Vvertising is not required. 

Mr. Vonnerta testified that the employes of 
the architect’s effice were in the habit of work- 
ing out of office hours for private architects 
and that their employment on ‘plans for Gov- 
ernment buildings, given to these outside archi- 
teets for preparation, was nothing new or un- 
usual. These plans had been given, with 
others, totwo former employes of the Govern- 
ment, Messrs. Phelps and Palmer. 

The resuit of the investigation, it is believed, 
will be a report in favor of reorganizing the 
force and methods of the office along the lines 
contained in Judge Maynard’s suggestions.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
yor to-day, in this city, fair weather, nearly 
stationary temperature. 


Those persons who have supposed that a 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States were elected on the 6th of November 
may need to be reminded that the real elec- 
tion took place yesterday, and the result 
remains*yet to be ascertained and declared. 
There wasa State election in every State 
of the Union on Nov. 6, and each State 
chose a number of Electors to take part in 
the choice of President and Vice-President, 
and they cast their votes at the several 
State capitals yesterday. These are te be 
sent to Washington te be counted. This 
statement of the real facts reveals the 
anomaly of our Electoral system. It ap- 
pears again in the fact that while the popu- 
jar vote of the country was in favor of one 
party by a majority of nearly 100,000, the 
Electoral vote isin favor of the other by a 
considerable majority, and that the entire 
difference was made by a few thousand 
votes in two States in which enormous 
sums of money were used to corrupt the 
suffrage, so that the whole result, while 
accepted as beyond question, is tainted 
with a strong suspicion of having been pro- 
cured by bribery. 








Mr. ALLISON yesterday brought to light 
the preposition of the Republicans to give 
the finishing touch to their scheme of taxa- 
tion of the many for the benefit of the few. 
It was an amendment providing for a 
bounty of 1 cent a pound for ail sugar 
made from sorghum, beet root, or cane 
grown within the limits of the United 
States. The Senate bill proposes already a 
protective duty of 7-10 cent a pound. 
This, with the bounty, ought to give the 
growers of domestic sugar an advantage 
of 17-10 cent per pound ever foreign 


growers, leaving out of view the difference, 


in freight, which, in some of our markets, 
is a considerable additional advantage. 
This-contrivance is intended to provide a 
bridge of gold across which Messrs. PLUMB 
and INGALLS of Kansas can rejoin the Re- 
publican phalanx in favor of the greatest 
possible “ protection.” It is significant that 
the only Republicans who have shown any 
disposition to support a more liberal policy 
are to be-won back by the offer of an ex- 
tremer and more unjustifiable form of favor- 
itism than the party has ever before dared 
to suggest. 








The.country awaits with some interest, if 
not impatience, an intimation of the re- 
ception given by Mr. Harrison to the let- 
ter of Messrs. OTrs and FiTzGERALD, sent 
from Los Angeles, Cal., on Jan. 1. Had the 
letter been a confidential one, or had the 
proud authors restrained their desire to 

' proclaim their share in thé contemptible 
business, Mr. HARRISON would have been 
quite justified in lighting his pipe with the 
communication or adding it to the mass of 
waste paper that must have accumulated 
in his library since the election. But, un- 
fortunately, the letter was given to the 
press, of which its chief signer is an orna- 
ment. Mr. HARRISON, in common with 
many thousands of his supporters, must 
have seen it in the columns of THE T1MEs, 
and the quiet disposition of the letter as 





garded in the same‘light. There are a good 
many of the faithful who would like to 
have a public assurance that the President- 
elect has treated this insulting letter with 
pronounced contempt. Probably Mr. Har- 
RISON realizes how many difficulties decent 
men find in clinging to the Republican 
cause. Apparent indifference on his part in 
this matter will not diminish them.

The collision on the New-York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio Road near Akron yester- 
day morning directs attention once more to 
the car stove and to the excellent example 
set before other States by New-York in 
the passage and enforcement of a law for- 
bidding the heating of passenger cars»by 
stoves or furnaces. Eight persons were 
killed, and some of these were burned to 
death after they had escaped injury by the 
shock. The smoking car and the adjoining 
passenger car caught fire and were con- 
sumed. Three men were pinned down by 
the wreck and the survivors could not save 
them. A little girl who was traveling alone 
from the far West to this State, and 
who had not been hurt by the collis- 
ion, -was held down by a broken 
seat while the flames killed her. The 
successful use of steam-heating {appa- 
ratus by the New-York Central.and Hudson 
River Company in this State, in obedience 
to the law, with the similar action taken 
by other companies, proves that the change 
can easily be made and shows that com- 
panies doing business in other States should 
be required by law to make it. The most 
conspicuous sinner among the railroads of 
this region is the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Company, one of the richest 
railway corporations in the ceuntry. For 
the sake of the passengers on its trains we 
hope that it can be compelled under the 
law of this State to equip its cars with 
steam-heating appliances. 








Both the age of King,WirrtaM III. of 
Holland, who was born nearly seventy-two 
years ago,and his recent attacks of severe ill- 
ness have caused the political results which 
might follow his death to be the subject of 
prolonged study and preparation in other 
Courts of Europe as wellas his own. This 
has been the more natural since the heir to 
the throne of the Netherlands is the Prin- 
cess WILHELMINA, @ child only eight years 
old, and the Dutch Chamber of Deputies 
some time ago made an enactment regulat- 
ing the succession in case of the death of 
this young Princess. Nevertheless there 
will be a certain degree of anxiety when 
the present status is disturbed by the death 
of the King, which is now thought to be 
not far distant. Thelogic of events seems 
to show that Holland will gravitate in time 
toward Germany. The demise of WILLIAM 
III. wi.] carry the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
burg at once to the elder branch of the 
House of Nassau, and that will make it for 
all practical military purposes a part of 
the German Empire. Then as to Holland, 
under the influence of her mother, who is 
a German, Princess WILHELMINA is very 
likely to be married to a Prussian Prince, 
and even should,she die before reaching 
a marriageable age German control would 
become paramount, because the crown 
would then pass to her aunt Sopuir, Grand 
Duchess of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach. 








THE AMENDED SAXTON BILL. 

The bill providing for the printing and 
distribution of ballots, introduced in the 
Assembly last week by Mr. Saxton of 
Wayne County, differs in some material re- 
spects from the measure passed last year 
and vetoed by Gov. Hitz. The ch“nges are 
intended to meet all reasonable vbjections 
raised in the discussion of the original plan, 
and some even which had little or no foun- 
dation in reason. The provisions in regard 
to the manner of making, certifying, and 
publishing the nominations of candidates 
are substantially unchanged. A point to 
be kept in mind in considering the ease 
or difficulty with which ballots. may be 
prepared by the voter is that the publica- 
tion of the names of candidates is to be “in 
type of the same size and im the precise 
form and order of arrangement as to names 
and classification of candidates as that in 
which the ballot shall be printed fer use 
upon election day.” This will enable any 
person during a week before the election 
to familiarize himself with the form of the 
ballot and the arrangement and position 
of names, and to have any assistance he 
pleases in that educational process. Defi- 
nite provision is also made for supplying 
vacancies in nominations caused by dee- 
ljnation, death, or any other cause. This 
must be done at least eight days before the 
election, but as any name may be written 


or pasted upon the ballot, there would be - 


no danger of any one losing his vote for 
lack of a candidate for any office. 

The objection that secrecy of the ballot 
would be violated is amply provided 


against. The plan of the original bill that: 


the inspectors in charge of the ballots 
should mark thenames of candidates for 
voters who declare under oath that they 
cannot read er are physically incapacitated 


from doing their own marking was the. 


basis of this objection. The bill in its 
present form permits the voter to take with 
him to the polling place any printed or 
written memorandum to assisthim in mark- 
ing his ballot, or even an unofiicial sample 
ballot already marked, provided it is not 
similar in color and quality of paper to 
the official ballot. This, with the previous 
publication of the names of candidates ar- 


ranged precisely as on the ballot, leaves no. 


excuse to the most illiterate and stupid for 
not designating his choice for himself at 
last. A man who swears that he is physic- 
ally incapacitated from marking his own 
ballot may be accompanied to the neces- 
sary compartment by a friend to do it for 
him at his dictation. This comes as near 


to an absolute protection of secrecy as. 


practical legislation can reach. 

The difficulty of preparing and casting 
the ballots would be very slight. There 
would be the same number of separate bal- 
lots to be cast as at present, the difference 
being that the candidates.of all parties for 
the same offices would be on one ballot, but 
grouped under their several party designa- 
tions. Any person desiring to vote for an 
entire group would: need to put his cross 


unworthy of notice cam no lenger be re-d only against the political-designation and 
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not against each name. As the bill re- 
quires a division of eloction districts so 
that there would be no‘more than 300 
voters in each and the provision of at least 
one “compartment for preparing ballvts 
for every 50 voters, there would be 
no difficulty on account of lack of time, 
A restriction to prevent the wasting 
of time or the hindrance of one voter by 
another§ is needed, and it is provided 
that no person shall remain in a compart- 
ment longer’ than is necessary to prepare 
his ballot, and ‘tin no event longer than 
teil minutes, provided the other booths or 
compartments are occupied.” As most per- 
sons would hardly occupy more than a min- 
ute or twoin marking their ballots there 
would be no danger of hurry, or lack of 
time. Thereis not the least reason to ap- 
prehend that elections would not be con- 
ducted at least as easily and smoothly as 
at present, 

Some of the objections which ‘Gov. Hit 
advanced in his annual méssage this year 
could not be met without defeating the 
main purpose of the measure, and it is to be 
hoped that upon maturer consideration he 
will admit that those objections are not 
valid. It. would not do, for instance, to 
allow other than the official ballots to be 
printed and used, for it would leave the way 
open to the very evils and abuses which it 
is the object of the bill to prevent. The use 
of other ballots is prohibited, and as a safe- 
guard against possible counterfeits, the 
inspectors who give out ballots are 
required to put their names or ini- 
tials on the back of each one. 
This, of course, can only serve to identify 
them as the genuine official ballots and by 
no possibility as those of particular voters. 
It is a surer safeguard than a printed desig- 
nation. All necessary provision is made to 
prevent electioneering in or about polling 
places or interference with electors in pre- 
paring and casting ballots or violation 
of secrecy. The bill is the result of careful 
study of the question, of Jong discussion 
and a full consideration of all suggestions 
and criticisms, and has been prepared with 
the utmost care. We can see no possible 
reason why there should be any party 
division in regard to it, orany difference 
of opinion as to its purpose and essential 
provisions among honest citizens. It is 
simply a question of protecting the suffrage 
from influences and practices that are ac- 
knewledged to be evil and to makeelections 
a genuine expression of the popular will. 








THE REPUBLICAN FACTIONS. 


The prospect of the near distribution of 
the spoils of victory has not brought out 
that spirit of harmony in the Republican 
Party that we were assured with such em- 
phasis existed in its ranks at the close of 
the campaign. We are not aware of the 
extent of Mr. HARRISON’S familiarity with 
the real condition of his party. He was so 
quiet and to all appearances so obscure a 
character during the canvass that he might 
plausibly be supposed not to be intimately 
acquainted with what was going on under 
the cover of the general and common 
struggle. He may very well have imagined, 
so far as the publie can know, that the 
whole party was engaged in a sincere 
and earnest effort to secure control of the 
Government for the purpose of carrying out 
the policy avowed in its platform—the ex- 
tension of the reform of the civil service, 
the rescue of the Government from the con- 
trol of Southern plotters, and the mainte- 
nance of the blessed protective tariff. He 
may have imagined that in this pursuit 
the labors of the leaders and the zeal of the 
masses were alike disinterested. When it 
was all over and he had been elected by a 
narrow margin in the State of New-York, 
he may have passed a few happy days con- 
templating with confidence and satisfac- 
tion his own share in the impending 
work, sustained by the unselfish e¢o-opera- 
tion and the wise and patriotic counsel of 
the men who had been. marshaling his 
victorious supporters. We do not our- 
selves suppose that Mr. HARRISON indulged 
in any dreamsof this kind. He is much too 
old a campaigner and has taken part in too 
many Indiana elections with Mr. DupLry 
to be subject to any illusion as to what 
politicians: work for or the way in which 
they work. But there are admirers of his 
in the religious press, in the offices of the 
Independent and the Mail and Express, for 
instance, who may take this view of his 
state of mind, and appearances, until a 
few days after election, would not have 
contradicted it. 

If it were possible, however, that Mr. 
HARRISON conceived any such notion as te 
his party, he must have bad a rude awaken- 
ing when the army of office seekers began 
to appear at Indianapolis. Of high and low 
degree, after big offices and little ones, from 
the “‘tooters” for Mr. BLAINE to those fer 
Mr. PLatt and Mr. MAHONE, with an epis- 
tolary skirmish line fer ‘‘ Murchison” Os- 
GOODBY, the army has moved with the rest- 
less persistency of the procession led by the 
Pied Piper of Hamelin. The President- 
elect must long since have come to the con- 
clusion that a considerable majority ef 
the voters who cast their. ballots for 
him in November did so with the 
hope that it would secure an office of 
some kind for each of them, or for some one 
in whom he was interested, and he must 
regard with dismay the small number of 
offices at his disposal compared with the 
vast number of those greedily hunting for 
them. This feeling cannot be lessened by 
the fact that many of those who are besieg- 
‘ing his once quiet home are quite as eager 
that their particular enemies shall not have 
the places as that they shall themselves get 
them. The idea of the unity of his party 
must have been pretty well dissipated. 
Whatever it was before the victory, it must 
now present itself to his eyes as made up of 


scratching to get each the largest share of 
‘the plunder, and to prevent the ethers from 
getting so much. ; 

Thus the politicians that have been press- 
ing the claims of Mr. BLAINE are followed 
by others whe represent the appointment of 
BLAINE as the most disastrous thing that 
could happen for the welfare of the party. 
The men who urge Mr. Piatt are followed 
by those who declare that PLAT?’s appoint- 
ment would break up the ‘party, in New-

MAHONE’S ‘supporters assured Mr. Har- 
RISON that enly under MAHONF’s leadership 
could a Republican Party be built up in the 
South, Mr. Buarnr’s friends in North Caro- 
lina indignantly rescinded the vote of the 
legislative caucus which Mr. SHERMAN’S 
friends had secured indorsing MAHONY, 
And the next day Mr. JoHN S. WIsE of Vir- 
ginia appeared to warn Mr. HARRISON that 
MAHONE had destroyed Republican chances 
in his own State, and that there was no 
hope for Southern Republicans if he was to 
be ‘‘recognized” by the Administration. 
The intensity of the common desire for 
‘place is only equaled by the division of 
sentiment as to who shall have,the places. 
On the morrow of its triumph andon the 
eve of its assumption of power the Repub- 
lican Party is deeply rent by factional feel- 
ing, and anything like a common ebject to 
be pursued with united effort has been com- 
pletely lost from sight. In the meantime, 
there is a curious and striking absence of 
real leaders, of men of clear convictions, 
sound judgment, disinterested purpose, and 
broad views. Up to the present time the 
list of persons pressed for consideration as 
candidates for the Cabinet cannot be said 
to include a single one of commanding abil- 
ity and national reputation. Mr. BLAINE, 
it is true, has ability of a certain sort 
and a reputation that is national but 
is not good. Mr. SHERMAN comes tie near- 
est to fulfilling the conditions, but he is 
not known to be at all anxious for a place 
in the Cabinet. Manonr is despicable. 
PLaTT is not less so, and through his lack 
of courage is rather more so. Mr. MILLER 
is respectable, but shines chiefly through 
contrast with his rival. Without that ad- 
vantage he would scarcely have been 
thought of. We had nearly forgotten WAn- 
AMAKER, whose aspirations it is difficult to 
regard with seriousness. And yet these 
men do unquestionably represent the dom- 
inant spirit and purpose of the active lead- 
ers of the Republican Party at the present 
time. If Mr. HARRISON includes them or 
if he rejects them in making up his Cabinet 
he will find that the task befere him will 
be exceedingly complicated by the greed, 
the jealousy, and the envy that have al- 
ready been developed in connection with 
them. 














ENGLAND AND THE REPUBLIE€EANS. 

The announcement is made with semi- 
official solemnity that the vacancy created 
by the extrusion ef Lord SACKVILLE from 
the British mission at Washington will not 
be filled during the present Administration. 
When Mr. HARRISON succeeds Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND it will give Lord SALISBURY pleasure, 
if he is then in a position of influence with 
the Queen, to recommend her Majesty to 
send some suitable person to reside near her 
great and good friend that is to be.after the 
4th of March. . 

This news is calculated .to cast a gloom 
over the Republican Party. After all the 
efforts of the Democrats to make a tariff 
in the interest of English manufacturers 
and against the interests of their own 
country, and after all the performances of 
President CLEVELAND ip the character 
assigned to him by the Republican press as 
a “toady to Great Britain,” it appears that 
the Republican Party was all along 
the real favorite of. that power. 
With diabolical malignity and _in- 
genuity Lord SaLisBuRY concealed his 
true purpose until after it had been 
accomplished by the defeat of CLEVELAND, 
and artfully led the dynamiters to believe 
that he shivered with dread at the prospect 
of the advent of his own favorite and at 
the inauguration of a truly American for- 
eign policy by that incomparable states- 
man, JAMES G. BLarinE. Pat Forp and the 
rest fell facile victims to his wiles. Now 
that he‘has thrown off the mask by promis- 
ing to be civil to the United States as soon 
as the Republican Party comes into its gov- 
ernment and no sooner, the whole Sack- 
ville incident seems to assume a darker hue. 
Two Republicansof California have atready 
urged upon the President-elect the pro- 
priety of recognizing the services of the 
patriot who wrote the decoy letter to SACK- 
VILLE. But how if that letter was not a 
decoy at all, and the British Ambassador, 
acting under instructions from Downing- 
street, had caused himself to be decoyed 
into a letter and interviews intimating that 
the President and his Cabinet were a set of 
tricky and insincere politicians ? 

To us we confess that this theory is not 
very plausible; but there is certainly 
enough in it to convince men whose votes 
were affected by considering what Lord 
SACKVILLE, or Lord SALISBURY, or the 
British nation in general thought about 
American politics. What are such men to 
believe when they see that Lord Saris- 
BURY proposes to sendan Ambassador to 
cultivate good relations with the Repub- 
lican Party and declines to send one io the 
Democratic President ? Have they been de- 
ceived into voting forthe Republican can-

The difficul- 
ties of Mr. HARRISON’S position would in 
any case be great in this respect, but Lord 
SALISBURY has wantonly increased them 
by his ill-timed and unfeeling display of a 
friendly disposition. 








CROSSINGS AT GRADE. 

Among the bills submitted to the Legis- 
lature by the Railrdad Commissioners is 
one relating to the crossing of highways 
at grade. It is not a new bill, but is one of 
those sent to the Legislature last year, not 
one of which was passed. It is intended to 
prevent the making of new crossings. at 
grade by railroad companies or Highway 
Commissioners, and to provide for a sep- 
aration of grades where grade crossings are 
now 1n use. 

This bill should receive the-careful con- 
sideration of the Legislature, and at least 
the essential parts of it should be enacted. 
The Commissioners desire, they say, to 
“provide a method of redress for the in- 
tolerable grievances now existing at many 
grade crossings in this State.” They de- 
clare that ‘‘complaints on this subject 
transcend all others in numberand extent.” 
It will generally be admitted by those who 
are familiar with the history and condition 
of grade crossings that the construction of 
new crossings of this kind ought to be for- 
bidden by law, with possibly an occasional 
exception, for which provision may be made 
by the action of the courts. And the num- 
ber of such crossings in use should speedily 
be reduced. Under the terms of the pro- 
posed bill the changes would be made in 
accordance with the report of Commis- 
sioners appointed by the Supreme Court, 
and these Commissioners would make au 
apportionment of expenses, subject to con- 
firmation by the court. 

Crossings at;grade are objectionable not 
only because many lives are lost on them, 
but also for the reason that they greatly 
obstruct highway traffic and general busi- 
ness when they exist in a city. The Com- 
missioners direct attention to the crossings 
in Buffalo. ‘In that city,” they say,.‘‘ the 
southwest portion of the town is substan- 
tially cut off from thé north and northeast 
by the great number of tracks passing 
through the streets.” In response to peti- 
tions from the Common Council and numer- 
ous commercial bodies the Commissioners 
madeacarefulinquiry concerningthe Buffalo 
crossings and recommended a plan for the 
separation of grades. The-recommendation 
} was disregarded by the companies, but a 
law designed to afford relief was passed last 
year. Although at the time when the Com- 
missioners’ report was written no final 
action had been taken under this law, it is 
now stated that the Crossings Commission 
has ratified a compromise whose terms re- 
quire the New-York Central Company to 
make a separation of grades at a total ex: 
pense of $6,000,000, the city agreeing to 
pay one-third of this. ‘‘The remainder of 
the State,” the Commissioners say, “is 
witheut any redress whatever for the 
dangerous ‘and intolerable nuisances at- 
tending grade crossings.” 

It will be recalled that the abolition 
of such crossings has recently been de- 
manded by the people of several other 
States, and that it was‘proposed last year 
to hold a special session ef the Legislature 
in Connecticut for a settlement of the 
question. Among the improvements re- 
cently made in answer tothe popular de- 
mand, and in part for the convenience of 
the railroad companies interested, are 
those in which a separation of grades has 
been undertaken by the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany in Jersey City, by the Boston and 
Albany in Springfield, and by the New- 
Haven Company in Hartford and on 
that part of its line that lies 
in this State. In Connecticut’ the 
Commissioners have erred in authorizing 
many crossings to be made at grade by com- 
panies constructing new railroads in the 
last few years, but it now seems probable 
thatthe numper of such crossings will be 
reduced considerably there each year. The 
Governor showed in his recent message that 
in sixty-one cases the Commissioners had 
apportioned the expense of separations by 
deciding that the towns interested shoald 
pay $49,195 and the companies, $394,433. 
There are about 1,200 grade crossings in 
the State. 

The loss of life at such crossings afferds 
sufficient ground for a persistent and forci- 
ble demand that they shall not be permit- 
ted to exist. There were forty-two persons 
killed and fifty-seven injured at the croas- - 
ings in this State in 1887, and there were 
twenty-eight killed and ‘thirty-four injured 
last year. This is a noticeable reduction. 
The loss of life has for some years been pro- 
portionately greater in several other States 
than in New-York.. In Hudson County, N. 
J., 454 persons were killed on the tracks in 
ton years. It is stated that in the three 
years ending with 1887 there were 133 
fatal accidents on such _ crossings 
in Philadelphia. The number of those 
killed in Massachusetts in 1887 was nine- 
teen. At the grade crossings of only three 
railroads in Chicazo twenty-six were killed 
in the same year. The elevation of its 
tracks by the Pennsylvania Company in 
Jersey City will shorten the annual list of 
deaths there. The recommendations now 
submitted to the Legislature by the Com- 
missioners of this State are laid before that 
body for the fourth time, and they sheuld 
bear fruit in legislation. 











The obstruction of the streets in Brook- 
lyn is getting to be even a worse nuisance, 
considering the size and population of the 
city, than it is in New-York. Contractors 
for new bnildings are allowed to block not | 
only one-half, but sometimes the whole, of | 





quently impossible to pass a new building 
when the contractors’ carts or trucks are 
unloading. Complaints to the Department 
of Public Works are received with polite- 
ness, and that is the last ef it. The police, 
whose duty it is to report violations 
of city ordinances, respond to the com- 
plaints of citizens fhat “it is no use.” 
“‘Every one does it.” Taken in connection 
with the steady spread of the destructive 
**centre-bearing” rail, this source of annoy- 
ance and injury to property haS a serious 
influence upon the prosperity of Brooklyn, 
because it diminishes its attractiveness as 
a place of residence for a very desirable 
class of taxpaying citizens. We have no 
deubt that Mayor CHAPIN could remedy 
the evil in considerable part, at least, if he 
would turn his attention to it. 











The annual report of the Forest Commis- 
sion, which was submitted te the Legislature 
yesterday does not overlook the fact thatthe 
State is not prepared to assume the burden 
and expense which enthusiasts and experts 
in forestry would like to see it assume, and 
insist, doubtless with justice, that it would 
gain by assuming. Nevertheless, the recom- 
mendations of the commission will encounter 
interested opposition. That upon which it 
lays most stress is the exclusion of railroads 
from State forest lands. Evidently this 
step is necessary to prevent the destruc- 
tion of the forest preserve, and unless it is 
taken, any other precautions will be futile, 
The commission also recommends the ac- 
quirement of more forest land by the State 
and the institution of a system of arbori- 
culture. If railroads are excluded from the 
forest preserve these propositiens will be 
practicable, while if they are admitted and 
the marketing of the lumber thus made 
easier, it will be hopeless to check the de- 
struction of the forests. Among the minor 
recommendations is one that the State shall 
come to some understanding with the per- 
sons who have “ squatted” upon its lands 
and built Summer cottages. For the most 
part these are men of intelligence and sub- 
stance, who are aware of the importance of 
preserving the forests, and who will neither 
commit nor sutter any wanton depredations 
upon them. It is for the interest of the 
State to encourage their tenancy,-which is 
the use for which, and for which alone, the 
region is especially fitted, The question at 
issue is only how much public interest in 
the subject can be aroused, for those in- 
dividuals who have such an interest are 
substantially agreed upon what should be 
done, and their views are presented in the 
report of the commission.

OUTSIDE CREDITORS HAVE A POOR 
CHANCE OF GETTING ANYTHING. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 14.--Two years ago 
the Wilkinsoz Brothers, bankers, failed for over 
$500,000, owing large sums to New-York cred- 
‘itors. The bankers owned the Globe Hotel and 
valuable property in James-street, the fashien- 
able thoroughfare of the city. Senator Hiscock, 
in behalf of a pool of creditors, brought suit for 


the recovery of their money, and there has been 
filed in the County Clerk’s office a Sheriff’s deed 
of the J. Forman Wilkinson interest in the Glebe © 
Hotel and the James-street property to Justice 
George N. Kennedy, and to Conrad Loos, Edward 
P. Bates, and Harlew B. Andrews, the last three 
representing all the creditors who went into 
what-has become known as ‘the Hiscock pool.”’ 
Justice Kennedy bia the property in a year 
ago last August for the Merchants’ National 
Bank on # judgment for $40,000 againet J. 
Forman Wilkinson personally. The fifteen 
months allowed by law for redemption expired 
in November. A little while before the General 
Term bad reversed the decision of Justice Will- 
iams, which nullified the sale on the judgment 
in favor of the Merchants’ National Bank. Be- 
fere the time for redemptien expired an appeal 
was taken to the court of last resort in this 
State, but before any attempts were made to 
prosecute it an arrangement was entered into 
by which the Hiscock clients were, through 
their representatives, tucluded in the Sheriff's 


deed. ° 
The property in bgt is worth yee ge 
and it is mortgaged for $90,000 to the sisters 
Mr. Wilkinson. These mortgages have never 
been attacked in the ceurts, and steps for their 
foreclosure will be taken this week. The claim 
of the city for about $20,000 is also a first lien 
on the property, and there are alsodower rights 
to be considered. 

What the estate will pay to the other credtore 
there are no present means of determining 
with exaetitude, but it is believed that the 
creditors who are not in the Hiseook pool stand 
& peor chance of getting their money.

SUGGESTING BALLOT REFORM. | 


GOV. HOVEY’S IDEAS OF WHAT I8 NEED- 
ED IN INDIANA. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 14.—However much the 
Democracy of Indiana may talk about election 
reform, it cannot be denied that Gov. Hovey, in 
his inaugural message, takes far higher ground 
than did ex-Gov. Gray in his valedictory mes- 
sage. Gov. Hovey speaks strongly in favor of 
the passage cf a registration law which shall be 
an amendment to the Constitution adopted in 
1881, but which suecessive Legislatures have 
neglected to pass. A majority of the Democrats, 
the Legislature, and the State are against a reg- 
istration law andit isonly by aunion of the 
minority of the Democrats and the Repubiicans 
thac a reformed election law, containing ao reg- 
istration law, oan be passed. Such a union 1s im- 
probable, so the chance of any ballet reform in 
Tudiana is very remote, 

Gov. Hovey, after speaking of the charges 
of fraud and dangers to which corruption would 
lead, said: 3 

“For the purpose of correcting to some ex- 
tent the evils which now exist I would recom- 
mend that our election laws be revised, in 
order to prevent as far as pessible al! fraud 
and bribery. {& would call your attention par- 
ticularly to the consideration of the necessity 
of legislation with regard te several matters 
not embraced in our election laws. 

“ birst—It ia the duty of the General Assem- 
bly, under the 95tn sectien of our Constitution, 
‘to provide for the registration of all persons 
entitled to vote.” This amendment has been in 
foree since March 14, 1881, but ne law has yet 
been enacted, and the Constitution has been 
disregarded. . I recommend that provision be 
made for a full and fair registration of all legal 
voters where the rights of each elector can be 
investigated before the day of election. Any 
person who shall hire or prevent. any elector 
from being duly registered should be subjected 
to # fine and imprisonment. 

** Becond—-Limit the number of eleetors to each 
election precinct 80 as not to exceed 300 votes. 

‘** {hird—Provide that every precinct shall be 
- surrounded and proteeted by some kind of bar- 

riers or guard rails which will prevent al! per- 
SODS, except the person voting, from approach- 
ing nearer than 40 or 50 feet from the inspect- 
ors, judges, and clerks of the election, and make 
the infraction of this rule a misdemeanor to be 
punishable by a fine. 

* sourth—Provide that the buying or offering 
to buy the vete of any elector, directly or ineli- 
rectly, or by any subterfuge, or evasion, or pre- 
tense, or by hiring any person to work atthe 
polls for the election ef any candidate, shall be 
criminal, with pvnishment of disfranchisement 
for life to the briber aud bribed, and for a sec- 
ond offense, after conviction, let the penalty be 
not less than two years in State prison. I sug- 
gest that it might be policy to exempt witnesses 
from punishment in bribery cases in which they 
might be implicated. 

“Fifih—Muke it unlawful and oriminal for 
any political convention or committee to de- 
mand, exact, or recelve any assessment or cun- 
tribution from any candidate for office, and pro- 
vide the penalty of disfranchisement for life to 
the member vr members of such convention vor 
committees Who may demand or attempt te en- 
force such assessment or contribution. 

** Sizth—Make it unlawful, with heavy fing 
and imprisonment, for any person to chal. 
lenge a legal voter at the polls. Many legal 
voters have been driven from the polls by un- 
justifiabie and illegal challenges. 

“AS auxillary to the proposed amendments 
I would suggest that @ separate act be passed 
requiring every otticér elected in the State to 
take an additional cath of office to the cath now 
prescribed by law, declaring that he has not, 
directly or indirectly, given, promised, ad- 
vauced, or paid any money, or given or con- 
veyed any other articles of value to any per- 
son Or persons to ald, assist.or procure his 
election or appointment, and providing that if 
such oath be falas the convicted offender shall 
be disfranchised and rendered incapable of 
holding any office of trust or profit under the 
State, and shall also be anawerable to the crim- 
inal laws of the State for perjury.”

GEORGE HANNAH MISSING. 
Pe Sees 
DISAPPEARANCE OF THE LONG ISLAND 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S LIBRARIAN. 

George Hannah, who has been Librarian 
of the Long Island Historical Soviety, Brook- 
Jyn, Zor the last 25 years, has been missing since 
Saturday, and no trace of his whereabouts has 
as yet been found, though his friends and rela- 
tives have been searching for him tirelessly. 
He left his home, 352 West Twenty-eighth- 
street, this city, at his customary hour Satur- 
day morning, after having breakfasted with 


his wife and brotier-in-law, Dr. L. G. Doane. 
He had been suffering from headache, due to 
recent overwork in eennection with the li- 
brary, aud for the past few nights had com- 
pained of insomnia. 

saturday mernping he said that he felt better, 
and went tothe society’s library, which is om 
the corner of Clinton and Pierrepont streets, 
Brooklyn. About 12 o0’clock he came to New- 
York and was met by a friend, Harry Breveort, 
on Maiden-lane, about 2 o’elock, and told him 
he was going to see his brother, Henry Hannah, 
an importer at 60 Wall-street. Mr. Hannah, 
however, returned to Brooklyn and staid at 
the Jibrary until 3 o’eloek, when he left, saying 
be did not feel well, ana would go eut for some 
fresh air. He announced th@t he would return 
againina few moments. Itis supposed that 
when he got out he did not feel better, and 
changed his mind and determined to go hume, 
but Was evercume by sickness. 

His wife and sister-in-law, Miss Doane, hap- 
pened to ge over to Brooklyn in the afternoon, 
and visiting the library. learned that Mr. Han- 
nah had gone out. This was about 5 o’clock, 
and they supposed he had gone home. On their 
return tothe house in this city they learned 
thathe had not done so. No real alarm was 
felt until Sundsy morning, when it was ascer- 
tained that he had not then returned, although 
both his brother-in-law, Dr. Doane, ard bis 
nephew, Dr. J. Lewis Smith, Jr., spent the 
greater part of Saturday night searching the 
hospitals of this city and of Brooklyn. Yester- 
day the polies were notified, a general alarm 
was sent out beth in New-York and in Brook- 
lyn, and Pinkerton’s detectives were put upon 
the case. 

Yesterday both Dr. Doane and Mr. Henry 
Hannab continued the seareb, the former visit- 
ing the hotels of this city, thinking that Mr. 
Hannah might have become temporarily de 
ranged and wandered Into some of them. The 
latter made inquiries in Brooklyn. In spite of 
the vigorous search nothing was learned as ta 
his whereabouts. 

No cause except that of sickness can be as- 
signed by his relatives for his disappearance. 
He wasin no financial trouble and had but re- 
cently been married, living most happily with 
his wife. He was aman of the most punctilious 
habits and was bighly esteemed as an efficient 
and capable man. His connection with the 
Long Island Historical Society was of long 
standing and it was through his suggestions 
and efforts that the society’s growth was in no 
little measure due. No fears of his having met 
with foul play are entertained, and bis relatives 
think that he willturn up allright. At the time 
_of his disappearance he had about $50 upon his 
person. 

In appearance he somewhat resembled the 
late Gen. U. S. Grant. He was about 5 feet 9 
inches in height and weighed about 175 pounds, 
He was 57 years of age, of quiet, studious hab- 
its, and at the time of his disappearance wag 
engaged in work of a literary character inde- 
pendent of his work as Librarian. His relatives 
say that he has had attacks of insomnia before, 
but they never aifected him seriously. 

Yesterday morning the Directors of the so- 
ciety held.a meeting and drew up a notice for 
publication regarding the missing man. 





LECTURE ON LEGROS’S ETCHINGS.

Etched Work of Alphonse Legros” before the 
Grolier Club last night..

In method he follows none of the old masters, 
but is imbued with the spiriter ali of them. Ha 
had been well spoken of asa ‘belated old mas- 
ter.” He loves to depict religious characters, 
Notone of the many works in which monk 
figure has any frivolity im it. Legros neve 
etched a frivelous or a self-indulgent monk. 
The nearest approach to pleasure in any of his 
religious faces is found in the — ot 
musie by the subject. In all of Legros’s werk 
appears the semblance of human toil. This is 
noticeable in his landscapes as well as in his 
religious pictures.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The second performance of ‘‘ Die Meister- 
singer” at the Metrepolitan Opera House last 
evening was in some respects an improvement on 
the first, whichis saying not a little, for the first 
performance was an uncommonly good piece of 
work, Last evening, hewever, some of the 
singers were more at their ease. Herr Beck,

Horr Fischer’s interpretation of Hans Sachs 
is always good, and last night was no exception 
to the rule. There is such a fine spirit of good 
nature, of genuine human feeling about it, that 
Sachs becomes the friend not only ef every one 
in the drama, but also of all in the audience. 
Friulein Bettaque gives an aspeet of graeo and 
maidenly modesty te Eva, but her singing is far 
from being of the best sort. She is sadly given 
to forcing her voice, which results in her sing- 
ing sharp and produces an effect on the heart- 
strings not unlike that produced by Mrs. Shaw’s 
whistling.

THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


A SESSION AT WHIOH LITTLE 
OF IMPURTANOCE WAS DONE. 
THE CONTEMPTIBLE ATTACK ON SPEAKER 
COLE INSTIGATED BY GOV. HILL 

HEARTILY DENOUNCED. 

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The session in both branches 
of the Legislature was brief, and, beyond the in- 
troductien of a few bills, pointiess. The most 
important measure in the Assembly was one 
from Mr. Endres of Erie County. It provides 
for submitting to the Electors of the State of 
New-York the proposition to abolish the civil 
service laws of the State. Section 1 provides 
that the inspectors of election at each poli in 
the several towns, wards, and election districts 
in this State atthe next genera) election shall 
provide a box to receive the ballots of the citizens 
of the State in relation te the proposition to abo)- 
ish the civil service laws of this State, and 
eaeh voter may present a ballot at such elee- 
tien on which shall be written or printed, or 
partly written and partly printed, in the form 
following: ‘For the proposition to abolish the 
civil service laws of the State of New-York,” or 
a ballot to read, “Against the proposition to 
abolish the eivil service laws in the State.” The 
said ballots shall be indorsed civil service laws. 
The remaining sections previde how the ballots 
shail be counted, 

Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry brought to 
town a bill which Gen. Husted introduced in 
the House, providing for. an appropriation of 
$50,000 by the State for the centennial celebra- 
tion of the inauguration of Gen. Washington. 
Under the adt are appointed as State Commis- 
sioners Hamilton Fieh, former Governor of the 
State and Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee 
of the city of New-York, with Gen. Brayton 
Ives, Gen. Louis Fitzgerala, and Walter Stan- 
ton. A farther sum of $125,000 is to be appro- 
priated for the transpertation and subsistence 
of the treops of the Nationai Gaard who will 
participate in the celebration. 

The Senate passed its first bill to-night. It 
came from Senator Cantor, ana permits the 
Centennial Committee toerect triumphal arches 
in the streets of New-York. 

Senator Murphy offered a bill whose purpose 
is to repave the streets in the annexed district 
of New-York. Three millions are to be appro- 
priated for the purpose. The work is tobe done 
by contract, under the supervision of the Cow- 
missioner of Pubiiec Werks, who shall have 
power to determine what kind of pavement 
shall be used and the manner in whieh it shall 
be laid. Itis specitically provided that no patent 
pavement shall be laid without the approbation 


BEARS HOWL. 


AND KNOCK WHEAT DOWN BELOW THE 
DOLLAR POINT. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—It was high noen by the 
great oloek in the Board of Trade tower to-day 
when & howl of tremendeus length and strength 
was raised on the Exchange flosr. Vory nearly 
four months before a similar demonstration at- 
tracted all members to the floor and strangers 
to the galleries. At that time September wheat, 
by the manipulation of **Old Hutch,” touched 
$1 for the first time in years. From that day to 
this the market has been “ flying high’—too 


high for the consumers, too high for the for 
eigners, too high for the speculative trade 
The midday howl which cansed people to stop 
on the sidewalks and listen was caused by May 
wheat going below $1. 

For months the bears have worked to get it 

there. The bulls, too, have wished the price 
had never been above $1. The whole cry has 
been, “‘ When it gets back to $1 it will be geod 
for something.” This has been cabled from 
Liverpool and wired from New-York unt!) it 
became an old story. The fact that the price 
touched thas figure to-day made the day great 
fer the bears. The session opened with great 
nervousness among the shorts, whe put the 
price to $1 01% early by covering, for fear of a 
rally after the bear raid of Saturday conducted 
by Jack Cudahy. 
‘Ola Hutch” helped the boys to bear down 
to-day. The market glided down to the closing 
price of Saturday—$1 0073. Then the bears got 
very brave. W. T. Baker was down stairs in a 
corner talking with N. K. Fairbank about 
““what we must do to be saved,” while the big 
brain and the bear cubs all climbea on top of 
the market and sat down to “* watch ’er sink.” 

When $1 was reached tne noise callea forth O. 
H. Roche, who has been a bear in wheat from 
$1 20 down to $1, as he says, without making 
expenses. Roche jumped on the stuff with all 
his might, and the way he solid the wheat short 
led many to think he had the Corn Exchange 
Bank at his back. There was a fight at 99% 
cents, with a rally to $1 001s, but the bears were 
on top and pressed tne price to 99 cents. The 
cloaing price was 994 eents. 

‘Ail the theories have been exploded,” say 
the wise ones. ‘The theories may be bursted, 
but the bulls are not, and wateh out for the re- 
actien,” say the believers in Fairbank and those 
who ciaim to know how Hutchinson feels, 
Surely the “lion” is now out of the path, and 
bulls and bears oan fight the battle en its mer- 
its.

BY FORGED DRAFTS PRESENTED BY A 
LOCAL INSURANCE AGENT.

York for the sum of 827,898 made by C. N.

PERSONAL INSPEOTION OF AFFAIRS 

AT THE APPRAISER’S STORES. 
/- Secretary of the Treasury C. 8. Fairchild 
fmrrived in the city Sunday night to look into the 
condition of affairs atthe Appraiser’s stores. 
;Yesterday morning he heid a close consultation 
‘of several hours with Appraiser Stearns, several 
Special Treasury Agents, and representatives of 


hp. H. Van Ingen & Co., E, 8. Jaffray & Co., 


‘James McCreery & Ce., Arnold, Constable & Co., 
‘EK. J. Denning & Co, W. & J. Sloane, A. R. 
Whitney, and other importing houses of this 
oity. The-main subject they discussed was the 
‘appointment of a successor to Mr. McMullen. 
wir, Fairchild was:desirous of recommending & 
‘suceessor to the President as early as possible 
‘in order that Mr. Stearns, the Acting Appraiser, 
might return to his duties at Boston. No ore 
was decided upon during the conference, and it 


was finally arranged that the importers should 
agree upen-some one, and submit his name, in 
writing. 

| Ata late hour last night the Secretary de- 
cided to remain until this evening in order that 
ithe name might be submitted to him befere he 
‘leaves. Phe new Appraiser will be appointed 
\before the end ef the preseut week. The pre- 
Vailing opinion at yesterday’s conference was 
‘that the Appraiser’s salary shouid be raised 
from $4,000 to $8,000 per year, and this will 
be recommended. 

Mr. MoMullen’s private secretary, W. How- 
ard, was removed from office yesterday, and 
others will follow soon. 

Secretary Faircnild yesterday visited some of 
the proposed up-town sites for Appraiser’s 
stores. The question of location will be settled 
before Maroh 4. 

{ Notwithstanding the positive denials that in- 
\vestizations would be hela, Acting Appraiser 
iStearns and the Special Treasury Agents havey 
‘been at work investigating for several days, 
‘and the latter have aceumulated a large quan- 
‘tity of evidence against various officials at 
the Laight-street steres, written statements of 
‘which Mr. Fairchild will take with himto Wash- 
angton. They will, it is believed, warrant the 
removal of several more officials. Secretary 
Fairchild said. yesterday that no charges bad 
been preferred by the department against Mr. 
MoMuillen, and that none would be preferred. 

The eharges of fraud, corruption, and rotten- 
*ness which were made the day or two following 
‘Mr. McMullen’s removal by those engaged in 
‘prosecuting the investigation have in some in- 
Btances been withdrawn, and no one can be 
found now who is willing to assert that any 
crookedness is apparent. No one has anything 
to say on the subject any longer. The depart- 
ment thinks too much has been said already. 
‘The preliminary investigation is about ended, 
and it was said yesterday that a public state- 
‘ment of the facts in the case will probably be 
made to-day. 

Assistant Appraiser Sturgis, whon asked yes- 
‘terday to explain the mystery of the rubber 
stamp, said: “That is the most ridiculous 
{mare's nest that has ever been discovered 
‘in the Appraiser’s steres. The reason a rub- 
ber stamp is usedin affixing the signature of 
the Appraiser is because it would be physically 
impossible for him te sign his name to every in- 
voice that leaves here. The law distinctly says 
that the signature of the Appraiser is not neces- 
sary to make an involee valid; that of the As- 
sistant Appraiser who presides over the dtvis- 
jon of gouds named in the invoice is all that is 
required. Asto the name stamped being that 
ot Mr. McMullen, I have only to say that I have 
been here under several different Appraisers, 
and in every ease the stamp of the ex-Appraiser 
iwas used by his suecessor until he procured one 
‘for himself. Mr. Stearns must have been and is 
cognizant of the fact.” 

, The final investigation of the affairs of the va- 
‘rious divisions is to be conducted seeretly. The 
officials whose integrity has been questioned 
seem anxious for a thorough investigation. An 
assistant Appraiser said yesterday that the 
charges which have recently been made against 
Cyrus A. Stevens, who presides over the jew- 
elry division, are of long standing, and that he 
has made a satisfactory explanation of each one 
‘from time to time before the department at 
Washington.

He asked ifit was not trne that the 
Treasurer of the board, Trustee Alden 8. Swan, 
was in the oil business, and if it was not 
truco that nearly all the oi] and grease used by 
the bridge operatives was purchased of his 
firm? It was true, President Rowell replied, 
but happened because Mr. Swan's tirm sold at 
the lowest market priee. 

“Well,” said Mr. Higgins, “it is the law of 


‘the State of New-York thatno public institution 
:shall purchase goods of any of its Truateos or 
‘officers, and you know that as well as I do

The amount of the purchases from Swan’s 
firm, he declared, was over $7,000 a year.

Then Mr. Higgins 
asked if there were any other Trustees who 
were having business dealings with the bridge. 
Gen. Alfred C. Barnes confessed that his firm 
had supplied the bridge with $220 worth of 
stationery, but he assured the Trustees that 
they weuld find it difficult to buy any more 
goods of his firm. , 

Mr. Higgins insisted that the bridge authori- 
ties should advertise for bids for all thelr fm- 

ortant contracts. Though opposed by Trustees 

ewell and Bush, this idea was approved by the 
other Trustees, and 3 resolution offered by Con- 
troller Myers, that no Trustee thereafter sell 
anything to the bridge and that supplies of 
over $1,000 value in any six months be adver- 
tised for, was unanimously adopted, as a sub- 
stitute to Mr Higgins’s resolution. 
- Upen Controller Myers’s motion the pay of 
the bridge policemen was increased to $1,050 
per annum, the men to buy their own uniforms. 

The Barnes-Martin plans forimproving the 
facilities of railroad travel aeross the bridge 
by widening the stations at both ends of the

KEENAN GAINS A POINT. 


TO GIVE HIS TESTIMONY WHILE 
MAINING IN CANADA. 
Judge Andrews of the Supreme Court 
handed down two Chambers decisions yester- 
day en motions madein the suit of John Keenan 
against O’Brien & Clark, the contractors, to re- 
cover @ part of the profits of the aqueduct con- 
tracts. In these preliminary brushes Keenan’s 
counsel, Col, George Bliss, has gained his points 
against ex-Attorney-General Leslie W. Russell 
and E. T. Lovatt, counsel for the centractors. 
Keenan’s testimony in the ease, Judge An- 
drews decides, may be taken by eomumission. 


The court, he finds. has no power to refuse an 
application to take testimony by commission 
unless it believes the application is not made in 
xood faith. In this case there is no doubt of its 
value to the plaintiff “I do not think,” be 
says, ‘the fact that an indictment of the plain- 
tiff is pending in the General Sessions in this 
city would be a sufficient reason why this 
court should decline to issue the usual commis- 
sion to také plaintiff's testimony. - Every per- 
son is presumed by the law to be innocent un- 
tll he has been convicted, and it does not seem 
to me that it would be proper to deprive any 
person of the right to prosecute a civil action 
in this courtin the ordinary and usual manner 
merely because an indictment bad’ been found 
against him in the Court of General Sessions 
and of his failure to return from a foreign 
country to which he had gone tong before the 
indietment was found."’ 

Judge Andrews also refuses to vaeate ar or- 
der procured by Coil. Bliss for the examination 
of Heman Clark before trial. In view of his 
deuvt as to the court’s right to let the plaintiff 
examine as to the matters of the defendants’ 
detense he, hewever, modifies the order so as to 
provide that the examination shall not extend 
to aninquiry as to acts or omissions of the 

laintiff which the defendants rely on to estab- 
fish that the agreement under which Keenan 
clatms partnership never became operative or

A DENIAL BY LEGITIME. 

The Atlas Line steamship Alene, which 
arrived from the West Indies yesterday, breught 
no news of the Haytian difficulty. Gen. de 
Contreras,, the military representative of 
Légitime at this port, made public two letters— 
ene from Légitime, another fiom his wife’s 
mother—yesterday, denying the report that 
Légitime’s army had lost the battle of Hincke 
and that Gen. Rosa was arefugee at the French 
Consulate in Pert au Prince. 

Acable dispatch published last evening an- 
nounced that the question of indemnity to the 
owners of the Haytian Republic had been 
settied by Légitime agreeing to pay $120,000, 
of which $50,000 had been already paid. Lord 
& Austin, the agents of the vessel, said that 
they had received no intelligence that a settle- 
ment had been made or any money paid as yet, 
but Minister Preston confirmed the news, and 
said that he considered the whole affair an aa- 
dacious outrage upon the republic of Hayti. 





THE HEIRS DISAPPOINTED. 

Miss Sarah Ann Seeley, a school teacher, 
died last July and left about $6,000, which she 
had saved during her 40 or so years of active 
life. Now her brother and sisters do not want 
the will, by which she disposed of the money, 
to stand, and declare that she must have been 
of unseund mind at the time it was made.

POINTS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF 


THE BOARD OF COMHBISSIONERS. 
ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The State Boara of Rail- 
way Commissionors to-day submitted its annual 
report for the year ending Sept. 30, 1888, to 
the Legislature. The report begins with the 


numerous fluctuations in business and attrib- 
utes them to the prohibition by the Inter-State 
Commerce act of pooling, the “reckless eiforts 


at any rates,” the building of new roads in ad- 
vance of any necessity, strikes, and the delib- 
erate reduction of rates to unprofitable points 
for stock jobbing purposes. ‘he commission 
declares that there has been a largely increased 
business, but this is customary, for the same 
has been the case with preceding years as’com- 
pared with anterior years, This table will show 
the results of the work of the Commiastoners in 
respect to this point:

During the year the board disposed of 14 ref- 
erences to it by the Governor or the Legislat- 
ure. The record of accidents shows an increase 
of 21 in the total number of persons killed and 
112 injured, as sempared with the preceding 
year. There were 17 passengers killed and 161 
wounded, 210 employes killed and 934 injured, 
826 other persons killed and 277 injured, mak- 
ing @ total ef 553 killed and 1,372 injured. The 
majority ef the casualties were due to walking 
upon the track. Of these there were 337 killed 
and 232 injured. The next most fruitful cause 
of injury was coupling or uncoupling cars, on 
account of which there were 2s. fatal accidents 
and 482 persons injured. The board says there 
were 124 passengers injured from causes 
beyond their own control, as compared with 
35 in 1887. This large increase of passengers 

,injured resulted principally from the following 
accidents: Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany, at Salem, Jan. 23, 20; Delaware, Laeka- 
wanna and Western, at Vestal, March 16, 1 
killed, 16 injured; Long Island, at Ralph-ave- 
nee, Brooklyn, ec. 27, 1887, 5; same, at 
Hammell’s Station, Aug. 20, 1888, 6; Manhat- 
tan, Seventy-sixth-street, Third-avenue, March 
12, 6; New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad, at Dobbs Ferry, Mareh 12, 9; New- 
York, Lake Erle and Western, at Scio, March 
11, 1 Killed, 12 injured; same, at Steamburg, 
Feb. 5, 1 killed, 8 injured; same, at Corning, 
Aug. 12, 6; Western New-York and Pennsylva- 
nia, at Portville, April 28, 20. 

Concerning the fatal results frem eoupling 
cars, the Commissioners say: ‘* Much confusion 
has resulted from different roads agopt- 
ing different .devices. A year ago it was 
hoped that a solution of this question was 
in sight in consequence ef the Master Car 
Builders’ Asseciation having recommended for 
adoption what is known as the ‘Janney Type,’ 
t. ¢., ® ‘vertical plane eoupler.’ Connection is 
made by a movable knuckle fitting into and be- 
hind a corresponding knuckle in the opposite 
eoupler. The Master Car Bailderg’ Association 
has further recommended certain lines and 
dimensions to be adopted, so that different 
patents may couple automatically with each 
other. Some pregress has been made, but not 
as rapid as it would appear desirable. Certainly 
the record of accidents from this cause as yet 
shows no diminution. The law is elear and posi- 
tive upon the subject, and the board is not 
aware of there being any violation of it. Jt 1s 
to be hepea that within a short time a diminu- 
tion in these accidents can be reported.” 

The improvement of bridges, ties, rails, 
switches, and roadbed is generally marked, and 
eareful inspection is constantly in progress by 
the State Inspector. The act requiring the sub- 
stitution of seme new device for heating other 
than the coal stove or furnace, which was 
amended by the Legislature last year by post- 
poping the time for it to go into force and giv- 
ing the Commissioners power to make further 
postponements in special cases, has caused a 
number of such applications to be made te the 
board. Concerning the disposition of them the 
Commissioners declare: 

“In almost every case the applicant expressed the 
desire and intention to eomply with the provisions 
of the lawas soon as possible, but thatfrom one 
oause-or another it had thus far been unable to do 
80; that either from the experiments of the previ- 
ous Winter it had been unable until too late to de- 
termine the most satisfactory form of steam heat- 
ing, or that the company could not procure the 
material in time to equip the cars by the lst of No- 
vember. The board did not extend the time, with 
bat two exceptions, for a period exceeding 6U days, 
viz., until the Ist of January. The probabilities are) 
that almost all the.roads in the State to which the 
law is mage wey by that time will be eanipped. It 
is possible that some further extensions may be 
necessary. 

“The board draws attention to the fact that the 
act does not apply to railroads less than 50 miles 
in length. This very properly exempts a numbe 
of short roads whose trains run at lowrates o 
speed, and upon which there is little or no danger 
ot accidents occurring snch 4s the act is intended 
toguard against. On the other hand, the exemption 
is claimed to include some reads where the like- 
lihood of accident 1s as great as anywhere elee. For 
instance, the New-York and New-Haven Road has 
declineé to copferm to the provisions of the act upon 
the ground thatit operates jess than 50 miles of 
Toad within the State. The board does not deem 
that this is acorrect interpretation of the law, and 
haa referred the matter to the Attorney-General tor 
his consideration and action. It is somewhat difii- 
cult to see why it would be any more agreeable to 
be burned to death en a road 45 miles in length in 
the State than on one 145 miles in length.” 

Coneerning legislation, the board declaras 

- that in view of the failure of the Legislature to 
pass a single bill of the many it recommended 
last year, it speaks with much hesitancy. Dur- 
ing the six years of its existence it has again 
and again drawn the attention of the Legis- 
lature to the defects in the law out.of which 
scandals have grown and continue to exist. It, 


has already submitted, but which have not yet 
been acted upon, in the hope of a more favor- 
_able consideration than heretofore. The report

SLIGHT EFFECT ON STOCKS OF THE 
UNFAVORABLE RUMORS. 

Boston, Jan. 14.--The report that the French 
copper syndicate was ina bad way financially 
had little effect on the copper stocks to day, 
and was only greeted with a shrug or asmile 
when attention was called toit. The Boston 
investors, apparently, have little faith in these 
rumors, or are getting accustomed to them. 
Those most interested say that there is time 


enough, that the syndicate is engaged in estab- 
lishing a bank, but this is to enable it to trans- 
act its business to better advantage by issuing 
its. own letters of credit, and guaranteeing the 
syndicate contracts by its own bank. 

Traders took advantage of the rumor to pur- 
chase stocks at a slightly reduced price, but not 
enough were offered to make it anything of an 
object to them. The feeling was illustrated by 
the comment of one large holder of these stocks 
that he hoped prices would react on the 
strength of the rumor, so that he ceuld buy up 
a lot more of the copper stoeks. One small lot 
of Tamarack sold 2 peints lower than on Sat- 
urday, and Calumet and’ Hecla went 4 points 
lower, but there was no decided reaction, which 
would have been felt the strongest in the low- 
priced or speculative stocks. On these the drop 
ranged from 1g to 1s, Santa Fé, the only stook 
traded in to any extent, dropping only 1. 





THE CREW SAVED. 
CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Jan. 14:—The British 
steamer Glenmore, Capt. Harvey, from Liver- 
peol, arrived to-day with Capt. Fanning and the 
erew of the British brig Christina of Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, whion left Georgetown, Demerara, 
for New-York Dec. 22 with a cargo of sugar and 


encountered a series of heavy gales, which 
eaused the vessel to leak badly.

THE DEBTS OF CONNECTICUT. 

HARTYORD, Jan. 14.—The quadrennial state- 
ment concerning the town, county, and munici- 
pal indebtedness in Connecticut, which will be 
issued by the State Controller this week, will 
show an increase of $1,000,000 at the lowest 
estimate since 1884. The total indebtedness re- 
ported four years ago was $17,636, 289. The 
floating indebtedness included in this sum was 
$2,980,386. The remainder covered the funded 
debt of the towns, cities, boroughs, and coun- 
ties. The gress bonded debt of the State Oct. 31, 
1888, which is independent of the indebtedness 
given in the quadrennial statement, was 
$3,740.600. The total outstanding obligations 
of the State, county, town, and municipal Gov- 
ernments in Conneeticut at present will not fall 
below $22,400,000. 





SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—The residence of 8. W.
